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Leland House grand opening 
continues to generate controversy 

More resignations, but also public support, in wake of archbishop's letter

O ne week before the grand opening of 
its 45-bed AIDS housing facility in 
San Francisco, Catholic Charities re¬ 
mains at the center of controversy 
because of Archbishop William Levadas re¬ 
cent letter to Mayor Willie Brown seeking an 
exemption from the city’s domestic partner 
benefit law. 

The law, which takes effect June 1, re¬ 
quires businesses that contract with tbe city 
to provide benefits to domestic partners of 
employees if they provide those benefits to 
spouses. Levada contacted Brown December 
20 for help in amending the law to exempt 
contractors that are churches or religiously- 
affiliated organizations. Otherwise, Levada 
wrote, the law would require contractors to 
adopt policies “which would be contrary to 
.... the /church or organization’s religious and

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ethical tenets.” 

There has been no movement by either 
the Board of Supervisors or the mayor to 
propose an amendment to the ordinance. 
Brown has not commented publicly on the 
controversy, although sources have told the 
B.A.R. he is furious about the letter. 

The timing couldn’t have been worse for 
Levada’s actions. It has taken a full seven 
years for Leland House to open, and by now 
the public has been invited to attend the fa¬ 
cility’s grand opening celebration this 
Thursday, February 6. 

Political leaders resign 

Since news of Levada’s letter was first 
published in the Bay Area Reporter January 
9, at least eight people have announced their 
resignation from the Steering Committee 
planning the grand opening, and the Hon¬ 
orary Host Committee, made up largely of 
local community leaders, housing advocates, 
and healthcare professionals. ’* 

Earlier this month, two of the three co¬ 
chairs organizing the celebration, San Fran¬ 
cisco dentist Dr. Rudolf Isch and his partner 
Ron Hill, resigned in the midst of planning 
for next week’s event. Supervisor Leslie Katz, 
who co-authored the ordinance, also re¬ 
signed from the steering committee, writing 
a strongly worded letter to Bob Nelson, pub¬ 
lic policy director for Catholic Charities. 

“Either Catholic Charities is engaging in 
religious activities and thus cannot receive 
city funding,” she pointed out, “or is a not- 
for-profit organization engaging in secular 
activities that must comply with the law.” 

Nelson has not commented on the issues

surrounding Levada’s letter, citing Catholic 
Charities policies. However, he did empha¬ 
size the need Leland House will help meet in 
the city. 

“The focus needs to be that it’s an AIDS 
housing program we really need, not to let 
this become a political football. The agenda 
here is housing for PWAs,” Nelson told the 
B.A.R. 


When the first residents move into Le¬ 
land House in February, according to Nel¬ 
son, the licensed residential care facility will 
provide housing and support services such 
as comprehensive case management* activi¬ 
ties and therapeutic recreation, daily living 
activities, and money management. The fa¬ 
cility will be staffed 24 hours a day. 
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NTFAP leaders launch 
campaign to end AIDS

C alling it a “revolutionary idea,” lead¬ 
ers of the National Task Force on 
AIDS Prevention (NTFAP) launched 
an ambitious campaign to end the 
AIDS epidemic by the year 2002, called 
“Recreating Our Future,” on Thursday, Jan¬ 
uary 23 in San Francisco. 

The highlight of the evening was an ap¬ 
pearance by NTFAP’s founding executive di¬ 
rector Reggie Williams, who gave a moving 
speech about the importance of the cam¬ 
paign to succeed. 

The new national campaign was devel¬ 
oped in response to the increasing HIV in¬ 
fection rates in people of color communi¬ 
ties. Its mission is to “bring the resources to 
bear to end the AIDS epidemic among gay 
men of color.” The goal is to cut in half the 
number of new HIV infections among gay 
men of color and effectively end the epi¬ 
demic in these communities by 2002. 

The campaign involves several compo¬ 


nents, including fundraising, integrating 
new research into community-based pro¬ 
grams, conducting leadership training, con¬ 
ducting research and social marketing cam¬ 
paigns, and promoting public health policies 
that ensure gay and bisexual men of color 
are included as a target population for HIV 
prevention. 

Mayor Willie Brown made an appearance 
to help kick off the fundraising effort and 
said that if better outreach programs are de¬ 
vised around prevention, perhaps the 
NTFAP’s goal could be met in less than five 
years. 

“It takes a concentrated effort to change 
that,” Brown said. 

An estimated 70 people attended the re¬ 
ception, according to Jose Cuellar, NTFAP 
special events manager.

alifornia Attorney General 
Dan Lungren has said he 
didn’t do it, the San Fran¬ 
cisco Police Department says that 
it’s investigating, and San Francis¬ 
co’s best-known pot dealer is hav¬ 
ing a wry laugh during a break in 
his prosecution that could cost 
him three and a half years in 
prison. 

In a genuine good guys-bad 
guys crime soap opera full of sex, 
drugs, and larger-than-life per¬ 
sonalities and issues, the Cannabis 
Buyer’s Club (CBC) story took 
another bizarre twist on Monday, 
January 27, amidst revelations 
that in 1994 San Francisco police 
had surreptitiously recorded Den¬ 
nis Peron’s operation at 194 
Church Street. 

Over a gay sex video. 

The question, to put it directly, 
is why would police have such a 
tape in their possession, anyway? 

It’s a real life mystery. Particu¬ 
larly mysterious is why the sur¬ 


veillance image suddenly gave way 
to the sexual imagery on the tape 
the CBC defendants received 
from Attorney General Dan Lun- 
gren’s office. 

And all the players have their 
own perspectives. 

“It’s just disgusting. We were 
all just shocked, here in the office. 
It went from a picture of the club 
to two men having sex. I think it 
was really in poor taste. I’m not 
sure what kind of message the At¬ 
torney General was sending us,” 
Peron told the Bay Area Reporter. 

No message at all, said a cor¬ 
dial Steve Telliano, spokesman for 
the Attorney General’s Office. AG 
investigators always use fresh 
videotapes for their work, he said. 

“Apparently, San Francisco re¬ 
cycles its old evidence video¬ 
tapes,” Telliano said. 

The gay sex video portion of 
the tape is a classic mid-’70s 
porno commercial video of two 
average men on a double bed in a 
hotel room - replete with paint- 
embossed wall molding - mastur¬ 
bating and having oral and anal

Although one of the adult men 
is wearing a metal cockring, it is 
not a fetish or buff-guy sex toy 
video. The video’s soundtrack is 
bad ’70s syntho.-tech, disco-pop- 
pers-generic sex tape muzak. 

Hot buttered cop porn 

In a development sure to dis¬ 
appoint CBC supporters with a 
grudge against Sergeant Joe Ban- 
non, the openly gay investigating 
officer on the case, there “are in¬ 
dications” that Bannon may not 
have known about the tape, ac¬ 
cording to Deputy San Francisco 
Police Chief John Willett. 

The evidence was transferred 
onto VHS videotape from footage 
taken by what Telliano would only 
call “an investigative camera” car¬ 
ried in an undercover officer’s 
backpack. 

The tape is one of a thousand 
the defendants received in the 
legal “discovery” process, includ¬ 
ing at least one tape of aerial sur¬ 
veillance from a Cessna 182S sin¬ 
gle engine Skyplane. 

The surveillance recorded on 
the porn tape was during a time 
that critics claim various mem¬ 
bers of the police - ranging from 
Sergeant Bannon to Captain Greg 
Corrales to the ever-popular “Old 
Boys Network” - conspired “to 
get” Peron and shut down the 
drug den. 

The reasons for the crackdown 
vary from truly paranoid to plau¬ 
sible, depending on who you talk 
to and how long they’ve lived in 
San Francisco. 

The historical fact, though, re¬ 
mains that the cops first tried un¬ 
successfully to interest SF District 
Attorney Arlo Smith, and then the 
federal Drug Enforcement 
Agency, in the case before they fi¬ 
nally found a customer with Cal¬ 
ifornia Attorney General Dan 
Lungren. 

“The DEA decided not to 
prosecute. The state picked up the 
case,” Willett said. 

Willett, meanwhile, has ques¬ 
tions of his own about the Only- 
In-San Francisco development. 
Was the tape originally of evi¬ 
dence seized in another local case 
- “at Narcotics branch” for exam¬ 
ple - and then recycled? 

Only time and some investiga¬ 
tion will tell. ▼

T wo months after he was 
kicked off the board of the 
ss gay and lesbian online ser¬ 
vice that he founded last year, 
Tom Rielly has been elected pres¬ 
ident and Chief Operating Officer 
of PlanetOut. 

Rielly assumed the post 
Wednesday, January 29, after for¬ 
mer CEO Jon Huggett’s “amicable 
departure” from the helm of the 
online service, according to 
spokesman Michael Kaminer. 

With the largest distribution of 
any queer Internet service, Planet 
Out (PNO) reaches an audience 
of 320,000 monthly visitors, and 
is available on five distribution 
channels, including the World 
Wide Web, American Online, 
Yahoo, Microsoft Network, and 
Netscape. 

Rielly’s return to a leadership 
position follows several months of 
behind-the-scenes drama over the 
management and philosophical 
direction of the popular online 
service. 

Among Huggett’s controversial 
management actions were the ter¬ 
mination of staffer Karen Wickre 
the day before Thanksgiving, and 
a controversial management deci¬ 
sion by Huggett and the board to 
“de-queer” the front page of the 
computer site by deleting “bisexu¬ 
al and transgender” from the ser¬ 
vice’s identification tagline. 

The widely criticized deletion 
epitomized the breach between 
PNO staff and management over 
the company’s direction. 

PNO vice president of market-

ing and sales Harry Taylor also re¬ 
signed with Huggett in the com¬ 
pany reorganization. 

Huggett could not be reached 
for comment at B.A.R. press time. 

“There was a clash of cultures 
and personalities,” Rielly said. “It 
was resolved quite amicably. 
There was a difficult period, but 
the company came through it 
rather well. It’s a huge weight off 
the staff’s shoulders.” 

Rielly said the restructuring is 
a return to the company’s found¬ 
ing vision as “an online commu¬ 
nity of, by, and for lesbian, gay, bi¬ 
sexual, and transgender people 
and their families and friends.” 

Leather room 

“We’ve put the eye back on the 
customer and what she wants,” 
Rielly said. “We’ve added a leather 
chat room, and are adding bi and 
transgender chat rooms on AOL. 
Personals are coming soon.” 

Also departing from the board 
with Huggett is venture capitalist 
Mike Morris of Sequoia Capital,

which invested $2.7 million into 
PNO start-up operations, Rielly 
said. 

Rielly and the company will 
buy out Sequoia’s investment in 
PNO, and America Online also re¬ 
tains a minority stake in the firm. 

“We have money in the bank, 
and we don’t need venture capital 
for a long time,” Rielly said. 

PlanetOut includes four key 
sections: People, including chat 
rooms and message boards; Net 
Queery, a gay Internet directory; 
PopcornQ, the acclaimed film and 
video site; and NewsPlanet, origi¬ 
nal gay and lesbian news. 

PlanetOut, Net Queery, and 
Popcorn Q received two Platinum 
awards and a Gold award from 
Netguide magazine, for excellence 
in websites. The online service has 
also been nominated for a Webby 
Award by Web magazine. ▼

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Gay youth survey has good and bad news

IV infection rates among 
young San Francisco gay 
men dropped nearly three 
percent during the two-year peri¬ 
od ending in 1995, according to 
the results of a three-county epi¬ 
demiological survey released on 
Wednesday, January 22. 

The drop in the rate of infec¬ 
tions from 11 percent in 1993 to 
8.1 percent in 1995 was noted in 
the three-county Young Men’s 
Survey III conducted by the Cen¬ 
ters For Disease Control and 
county health departments in San 


Francisco, Alameda, and Santa 
Clara counties. 

Dr. Willis McFarland of the 
San Francisco Department of 
Health’s AIDS Office attributed 
the drop to effective targeting of 
HIV prevention efforts to young 
gay men by community-based or¬ 
ganizations and the Department 
of Health. 

Despite the drop, the study in¬ 
dicated that two percent of young 
San Francisco gay men in the sur¬ 
vey who were between 15-17 years 
of age already were infected with 
HIV. 

The study also warned that the 
figures indicate that AIDS may be

becoming endemic rather than 
epidemic in San Francisco - and 
that HIV infection levels could 
stabilize at or close to their cur¬ 
rent rates. 

“This would be bad news. The 
grim scenario of a stable HIV 
prevalence means that people are 
dying of AIDS as fast as others are 
infected with HIV,” he said. 

An estimated 1 in 30 San Fran¬ 
cisco residents currently suffers 
from HIV infection. 

McFarland’s concern was un¬ 
derscored by University of Cali¬ 
fornia Center For AIDS Preven¬ 
tion Studies director Dr. Tom 
Coates, who told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that “it would be unfortu¬ 
nate” if the need for HIV preven¬ 
tion services were lost “in the hal¬ 
lelujahs about triple combination 
therapies.” 

Gay men still hardest hit 

In the study, almost 1,300 men 
between the ages of 15-22 fre¬ 
quenting gay-identified venues 
were invited to take a blood test 
for HIV infection, Hepatitis B in¬ 
fection, and syphilis and to par¬ 
ticipate in a face-to-face interview 
that recorded relevant demo¬ 
graphic data and took medical, 
sexual, and drug use histories, as 
well as an assessment of the par¬ 
ticipants’ HIV-related knowledge, 
attitudes, and practices. 

More than 850 (69 percent) of 
the young men agreed to partici¬ 
pate, 750 of whom (88 percent) 
were self-identified gay or report¬ 
ed sex with men. 

The blood tests found that 5.8 
percent of the young men in three

counties tested HIV-positive, that 
12.4 percent had evidence of he¬ 
patitis B infection, and that less 
than one percent tested positive 
for syphilis, according to the sur¬ 
vey results. 

HIV seroprevalency rates were 
five percent in Alameda County 
and 4.3 percent in Santa Clara 
among the young men surveyed. 

According to McFarland, al¬ 
though HIV infection is becom¬ 
ing increasingly a problem among 
women and minorities, “the vast 
majority of HIV infections in the 
U.S. have occurred and continue 
to occur in men who have sex 
with men. 


“Nowhere is this more true 
than in the San Francisco Bay 
Area,” McFarland said at the pre¬ 
sentation of the survey findings. 
“Despite historically unprece¬ 
dented community-wide changes 
toward safer sex, men who have 
sex with men in San Francisco 
continue to be at high risk for 
HIV infection.” 

Why are blacks 
susceptible? 

A statistical analysis also iden¬ 
tified risk markers for HIV infec¬ 
tion correlated from the respons¬ 
es of infected men in the survey.

he Marin AIDS Project is re¬ 
cruiting HIV-positive people 

i to get involved in its speak¬ 
ers bureau, which currently reach¬ 
es 7,500 people a year. There will 
be a training session for interested 
people on Saturday and Sunday, 
February 1 -2, in San Rafael. 

Robert Rosen of the Marin 
AIDS Project told the B.A.R. that 
the organizations speakers bureau 
completes between 200 and 300 
presentations a year, reaching 
thousands of Marin County resi¬ 
dents, including children.

Rosen said, adding people also 
make presentations to businesses 
and social service agencies. 

People who have HIV are ef¬ 
fective prevention educators be¬ 
cause they can help others recog¬ 
nize their risk for HIV infection 
and can give people a personal, 
individual connection to the epi¬ 
demic, Rosen explained. Telling 
one’s personal story is both em¬ 
powering and therapeutic. 

Trainings like the one this 
weekend are held periodically by 
the agency. Interested people do 
not have to live in Marin County, 
Rosen said.

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'" 4 he conventional wisdom is that those 
who forget the past are condemned to 
II repeat it. That’s a scary thought, all 
right, but sometimes there is reason to fear 
the opposite. A case in point: that incident 
20 years ago this week, when a faded ex- 
near-beauty-queen in Florida tried to revive 
her sagging career by publicly challenging 
the job security of gay and lesbian teachers. 

Her name, of course, is Anita Bryant. Al¬ 
though she failed in her attempt, for a time 
she was the enemy of nearly every homo¬ 
sexual in America - we say nearly because 
that doesn’t include closeted women and 
men, some of whom are married to faded 
ex-near-beauty-queens. Along the way, she 
lost the tattered remnants of whatever ca¬ 
reer she had maintained to that point, trad¬ 
ed semi-fame for notoriety, and got a cream 
pie in the face while talking to the press in 
Des Moines, Iowa, of all places; a little while 
later she lost her husband (he didn’t die, he 
just left) in circumstances that she didn’t 
want to talk about. 

More to the point, as Bryant’s situation 
kept worsening, the plight of gays and les¬ 
bians improved as we learned about boy¬ 
cotts, political organizing, sticking togeth¬ 
er, and the value of coming out. In fact, she 
gave the biggest boost to our community 
the world had ever seen. 

This is a valuable history lesson, boys 
and girls. Which is why we say if we forget 
the past and its hard-won lessons we are 
doomed not to repeat it. 

This week, as if in a morbid commemo¬ 
ration of Anita’s intolerance, another Flori¬ 
da bigot fired another salvo at us. A state 
senator by the name of John Grant aimed 
at gay students, rather than teachers, by at¬ 
tempting to block funds going to a small 
Tampa college’s gay and lesbian student or¬ 
ganization. He delivered the threat after he 
learned that operrly gay Olympic™ gold 
medalist Greg Louganis was scheduled to 
speak on campus. 

Louganis, fortunately, is not keeping 
quiet about the affront. His spokesperson, 
Maggi Stern, immediately fired back at the 
“moral decadence” of a legislator who cor¬ 
rupts a position of power by “allowing his 
bias, bigotry, and propensity for threats and 


blackmail” to shape his views on public pol¬ 
icy. Go on, girl! 

In case you think Stern wasn’t stern 
enough in her assessment, you can call

Do not forget the lessons of the 
past. Celebrate the anniversary of Anita 
Bryant’s failed crusade by taking an in¬ 
terest in what’s happening this 
week in Florida. 

And if anyone is cynical 1 
enough to believe that such 
things don’t matter, it is worth 
pointing out that a few hundred miles north 
of Grant’s tiny litde world, Cobb County, 
Georgia has killed its notorious anti-gay 
resolution. Two years ago religious funda¬ 
mentalists managed to get the ugly resolu¬ 
tion through the county commission, but 
since then the majority of residents polled 



for the Atlanta Journal and Constitution said 
they felt it was an inappropriate action of 
those commission members and that it has 
had a negative impact on their county. 

Cobb County companies, no doubt bol¬ 
stered by the public opinion expressed, ei¬ 
ther released statements opposing the reso¬ 
lution (Microsoft, Dupont); moved 
business out of the county (the fa¬ 
mous Tour Dupont bicycle race, the 
Olympic™ Torch); ignored the reso¬ 
lution (Home Depot); or enacted 
policies in direct opposition to it 
(IBM, Microsoft, and, ironically, the 
Cobb County Galleria Convention 
Complex and the Cobb Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce). 

1 Finally, the conservatives 
lost in the face of so much op¬ 
position. The resolution is dead. 
Come out, come out, wherever you are. 

All this in Newt Gingrich’s backyard. 

So you see we can win, even with enor¬ 
mous opposition out there. We will win. But 
be prepared for a long haul: it’ll take a lot of 
time, a lot of effort, and maybe even a few 
more cream pies. T 



Report the other epidemic: 
substance abuse deaths

$ his will require the cooperation of 
everyone who reports something for 
the B.A.R. obituaries section. I was 
happy to see how short it was in a recent 
issue, but I’ve long felt that we should be 
completely honest about some severe caus¬ 
es of death in our community that never get 
mentioned, yet are often the direct reasons 
for catching AIDS, which is always men¬ 
tioned; these people are martyrs, we feel, 
and those AIDS mentions helped me (by 
seeing how often they occurred, the tragedy 
was brought even closer) to avoid situations 
in which I might contract the disease. Per¬ 
haps bringing the message home about how 
many of us really die, even as an indirect 
cause, might help some to think about their 
actions as well. 

How about the unvarnished truth about 
our people’s deaths, not from martyrdom, 
but from alcoholism and drug use, in obit¬ 
uaries? 

There are times such deaths are the di¬ 
rect reasons, and times that they can be de¬ 
duced: Having a driving accident, or from 
smoke inhalation from smoking in bed, 
passing out, and lighting the mattress. 

I’ve read several times that two out of 
three alkies and druggies suffer bi-polar or 
uni-polar syndromes, and we know that the 
gay community’s drug and alcoholic rate is 
one in three. Between 1 in 3, then 2 in 3, we 
see there are serious, unacknowledged men¬ 
tal, physical, and emotional health problem 


among our people. Going through with¬ 
drawals, depressives have a higher rate of 
suicides and attempts. Also, clearly we’re 
having considerably more of those car acci¬ 
dents that result in death or turn someone 
into a vegetable - the drunk drivers, their 
passengers, or victims they hit - than the 
national average. 

I’m a recovering alcoholic and 
drug user, a depressive who used 
those products for my magic med¬ 
icine when I should have searched 
out better help and not mixed 
them with the booze and the grass 
and amphetamines, and one who’s 
had my share of car acci¬ 
dents. When I tended bar, 
how often I (or my cus¬ 
tomers) said, “Why don’t 
they stop arresting anyone who hasn’t had 
an accident - I didn’t harm anyone. They 
should go after the real criminals!” 

Thank God I never harmed anyone ex¬ 
cept myself when I wrapped my car around 
a light pole or, forgetting to put on my 
brakes, flipped over a deep embankment 
upside down into my next-door neighbor’s 
house! 

I am not alone in my dramatic accidents 
(and there were more), not by a long shot. 
It’s only by random chance that I’ve suc¬ 
ceeded in living so long, without harming 
anyone physically -1 certainly harmed peo¬ 
ple, especially my family, emotionally. I was 
lucky to have stopped (it took 21 years of 
trying before I finally made it), and I’ve seen 
way more deaths from these problems than 



I have from AIDS - which, I repeat, is often 
caused by the diminished responsibilities 
felt toward oneself or partner or previous 
partners when under the influence(s). 

Or, there’s the humiliation I felt when I 
went to my regular liquor store - by this time 
I’d graduated to the cheapest wine with the 
highest percentage of alcohol - with my jar 
of pennies, all the money I had left until my 
next disability check, and the bastards count¬ 
ed out the cost of the wine penny 
by penny, one by one. The folks 
waiting made me blush. 

How about the award-win¬ 
ning career in journalism, 
prize-winning in fiction, 
that I ruined through 
drinking? Well, not actu¬ 
ally ruined; it’s taken 20 
years, but I’m starting to be published again. 

The only reason why all this may seem 
worse than most drug and alcohol experi¬ 
ences is because I’ve concentrated incidents 
that took years to happen into a few hun¬ 
dred words. Certainly, when I tended bar, it 
was the guy sitting at the end of the bar who 
drank more than I did, or got into more 
trouble than I was, who was the alcoholic - 
no way was it me! 

I feel we’ve glossed over this unpleasant, 
largest cause of deaths for our people. An 
occasional article on the problem is not 
enough, and most readers who are drinking 
and using will skip over it - and I believe 
our media, and those who report deaths to 
it, have the responsibility to our communi¬ 
ty to reveal this and warn others. T

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Resignations fall-out 

Unfortunately, I find it necessary to respond to 
your article dated January 16,1997 entitled “Fall-out 
from Archbishop’s letter: Co-chairs, supervisor resign 
from Leland House committee .” 

Dr. Isch and his partner Ron Hill are, of course, 
free to express whatever displeasure they like with the 
Archbishops letter. They, however, are two profes¬ 
sional, well-accomplished gay men. The majority of 
clients using Lejand House will be disenfranchised 
lower-income men in the later stages of HIV/AIDS, 
unlike Dr. Isch and Ron Hill. 

While I personally do not agree with the Bishop’s 
request for an exemption to the new domestic partner 
law, I, as someone who has AIDS, am able to look at 
the much larger picture. That picture, in case you 
needed glasses, is housing for people who are HIV- 
affected. The Bishop only asked to be excluded from 
something that conflicts with the general (there are 
gay Catholics) [laws] of the Catholic Church. 

Tom Nolan, Executive Director of Project Open 
Hand, so accurately stated, “Housing is the greater 
issue,” and he is satisfied that potential clients do not 
have to adhere to the beliefs of the Catholic Church to 
receive benefits. 

Housing has been identified as the second most 
necessary component of AIDS management, even be¬ 
fore food. 

As a former client of Catholic Charities, I can say 
it has come through for me on some very necessary 
occasions and empowered me to become 
what I consider a relatively successful per¬ 
son in the field of telecommunications. 

This was done in a friendly and efficient 
[way], without me having to jump 
through hoops to receive services. Nor did 
I have to adhere to the beliefs of 
Catholic Charities or the Catholic 
Church. 

With the discovery of protease in¬ 
hibitors and the like, we are living longer, 
more productive lives. This makes HIV care more 
challenging. We need a combination of organizations 
that can provide direct services, that are cost-effective 
without the unnecessary delay invented by organiza¬ 
tions like Social Security and Disability. 

I tip my hat to Catholic Charities. They are indeed 
one of the “thousand points of light.” 

Thank you, Catholic Charities. Keep up the good 
work: food baskets, Most Holy Redeemer AIDS sup¬ 
port group, rental assistance, drug assistance.

Repeal prohibition 

[The following was sent to Mayor Willie Brown:] 

I am writing to draw your attention to the issue of 
public vs. private space in a public establishment. The 
Department of Public Health has recently made an 
issue of this, by declaring that when gay men congre¬ 
gate in a public space, they are denied the right to pri¬ 
vacy; they become a ‘public nuisance.’ This restriction, 
interestingly enough, is not applied to heterosexuals;

Francisco that are rentable behind private, locked 
doors. It is only gay men’s sex lives that are consid¬ 
ered a ‘public nuisance.’ As the person who champi¬ 
oned the repeal of California’s sodomy law, I should 
think you would be in the forefront of the opposition 
to this policy. 

The DPH has, with the best of intentions, created 
the worst of all possible situations. They have insist¬ 
ed that we have no right to privacy; hence, men are 
less likely to get to know each other, to become inti¬ 
mate, to ‘care’ for each other. They have denied that 
we are capable of personal responsibility, and de¬ 
clared that we need a monitor to watch over us. Not 
only is this reminiscent of a police state - govern¬ 
ment controlling our sex lives, for crying out loud! - 
but it runs directly counter to every law of human 
psychology. These sorts of punitive measures are not 
the way to change behavior. 

The regulations that were proposed by the DPH 
for sex club operation in November were a mistake. 
Now it is time for the department to ac¬ 
knowledge that this whole policy of p ro- 
| hibition was a mistake, too, and allow pri¬ 
vate businesses and individuals to decide 
for themselves what behaviors they will 
or won’t allow. This, believe it or not, is 
The American Way.

They were not, in short, the 
kind of leaders the Cannabis Club needed (but who 
else was there?). The real traitors to the community, 
however, are not gay cops who were just doing a job 
without which no act of civil disobedience is possi¬ 
ble, but the self-indulgent users who urged others to 
indulge themselves without regard to the conse¬ 
quences for Peron or for people who sorely need mar¬ 
ijuana to help alleviate their symptoms and the 
side-effects of powerful prescription drugs. Civil dis¬ 
obedience has a long and honorable history as an in¬ 
strument to change unpopular and unjust laws, not as 
a ruse to evade them.

I was appalled by your decision to illustrate Cyn¬ 
thia Laird’s report on recent criticism of the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation with a dehumanizing 
and grossly disfigured picture of Pat Christen (Janu¬ 
ary 2). You failed even to reference the source - this 
picture has been used by ACT UP/SF as part of an on¬ 
going campaign to discredit SFAF and to intimidate 
its Executive Director; it served as the concept behind 
ACT UP/SF’s physical assault on Pat during a recent 
SFAF presentation at the Women’s Building.

Without taking any re¬ 
sponsibility for your editorial position, the B.A.R. re¬ 
duces thoughtful criticism of a whole network of 
AIDS service organizations to the character assassi¬ 
nation of one woman, implying that she’s a monster. 
When I was a member of ACT UP/SF, we would have 
condemned such sensationalistic garbage as a text¬ 
book example of misogyny in the gay community. Are 
gay men really so threatened by women who are 
strong, smart, and (by our standards) powerful, or do 
we just save our bilious invective for those who don’t 
identify as queer? In either case, it’s nearly impossible 
to imagine such a vicious smear campaign being sus¬ 
tained (or as in this case promoted) against a gay male 
executive on the front pages of a paper that purports 
to serve our community. 

For the record, I’ve known Pat Christen for more 
then seven years. From my vantage point as a gay ac¬ 
tivist with AIDS, Pat is anything but a monster. As a 
nationally respected leader in the fight against AIDS, 
Pat has offered more than ten years of her life in ser¬ 
vice to San Francisco PWAs, providing brilliant, and 
at times, courageous leadership which has directly 
improved conditions for many of us living with HIV. 
She has spent her entire professional career at SFAF, 
growing with the organization, expanding its finan¬ 
cial base, maintaining its moral center, and leading it 
to its present position as an unparalleled provider of 
services to people living with HIV, their families and 
friends. Pat’s also been generous to other local ac¬ 
tivists, providing guidance, support and encourage¬ 
ment - as well as resources for travel, meeting space 
for community organizing, and access to fundraising 
opportunities. Along with many of my friends and 
colleagues, I’m proud of the contributions SFAF 
makes to the community, and I’m grateful for the sin¬ 
gular role Pat plays in this organization’s mission. 

Pat Christen is a bona fide hero, and one hell of a 
nice person to boot. Rather than trashing her, we 
should think about throwing her a parade. She cer¬ 
tainly deserves better than the sleazy treatment your 
paper gave her two weeks back.

Instead, it should make 
us all ashamed that we as a community are willing to 
accept a newspaper that employs the standards of 
tabloid journalism as our leading source of informa¬ 
tion. If the B.A.R. is trying to establish any journalis¬ 
tic credibility, this sensational approach will not help. 

The question of how AIDS services should change 
because of recent advances in treatment deserves 
thoughtful attention and lively debate. By using such 
misleading headlines, the B.A.R. belittles this impor¬ 
tant issue. Instead of promoting constructive com¬ 
munity discourse, the headline and photograph are 
incendiary. 

This is a critical time in the AIDS epidemic. Of 
course, we should be asking tough questions about 
services, organizations and funding. Let’s do that, 
rather than attacking individuals and single agencies.

Fur¬ 
ther, I happen to believe that Pat Christen’s leadership 
has been an asset to San Francisco’s various commu¬ 
nities in the fight against HIV/AIDS, and I know that 
I am not alone in that belief. 

I would hope this paper would shine the same crit¬ 
ical light on other sectors of the activist community. 
That the AIDS services in this town are duplicative 
and hard to navigate has been a truism for too many 
years. But the call to simply reduce the size of agencies 
without careful planning is neither strategic nor well 
thought out. Protease Inhibitors or no Protease In¬ 
hibitors, the HIV epidemic still rages on and is con¬ 
tinually spreading in parts of our communities. 
Would it be too institutionally-oriented to call for a 
strategic plan before everyone gets sent home? 

Finally, it has become fashionable to suggest that 
those who work at AIDS agencies are simply “uncar¬ 
ing bureaucrats,” while those who really care about 
people are still marching in the streets. I do not be¬ 
lieve this false division is factual or helpful. Most of 
the people I know who work in AIDS agencies care 
deeply. This does not guarantee that there won’t be 
mistakes, but having a good heart is a good start.

The PI perspective 

Re: “Is it time for the SF AIDS Foundation to 
downsize?” and Dennis Conkin’s interview with SFAF 
board president Paul Wisotzky. The content of both 
the article and the related interview were fair and bal¬ 
anced. However, the copy of the SFAF detractors’ flyer 
depicting Pat Christen as a sinister cat and the head¬ 
line “We’ve created a monster” are misleading, sensa¬ 
tionalistic, and detract from the real issues that need 
to be raised. 

We are in a new era of the AIDS epidemic, and it 
is legitimate to question the balance of scarce re¬ 
sources and funds in meeting the changing and on¬ 
going needs of people living with HIV/AIDS. It is a 
critical time of evaluation and the issues need to be 
discussed. Tom Calvanese’s comment that “It’s not 
just the SFAF, it’s the whole AIDS service structure...” 
hits closest to the mark. 

It is very important to Project Inform, as I would 
assume every AIDS Service Organization, to reassess 
and evaluate its services in light of advances in treat¬ 
ment options available, albeit inaccessible to many. In 
order to facilitate the discussion and enhance input 
from those most affected by the epidemic, it would 
be helpful if the community press, including the 
B.A.R., make every attempt to cover the issues in such 
a way that invite dialogue and constructive change.

Cult of mediocrity

I v ' rom New Year’s Eve until 
last week, I’d been wonder - 
l§ ing whether my post- 
manic-depressive streak (since 
Shasta at summer solstice) were 
coming to an end. I’d been ana¬ 
lyzing my emotional state so fine¬ 
ly it took a while to acknowledge 
how a hellish workload and gen¬ 
uine bummers had combined to 
produce a major post-Nepal trip 
letdown. 

Among our Nepal tour group, 
I’d been judged and respected as a 
person purely on merit. I was ad¬ 
mired for making part of my liv¬ 
ing doing something I enjoy: writ¬ 
ing! My straight mates thought it 
really cool that I’m published 
weekly. Some said they’d look for 
the B.A.R. so they could read my 
column, knowing it’s a gay/lesbian 
weekly. 

The big tests of hoopiness on 
this tour were coping with only a 
partial set of western amenities 
and behaving appropriately and 
respectfully in a foreign cultural 
matrix (the ever-popular multi¬ 
cultural challenge). I passed: I was 
told I’m welcome on the next trip. 

When I got home, however, I 
splashed down into a pool of 
mediocrity - the kind of self-con¬ 
gratulatory mediocrity far too 
typical of our community. A 
housemate had played fast and 
loose with some shared living 
space boundaries. She had also 
underpaid household bills in my 
absence, claiming inadvertence 
even though she had to note my 
check amounts to calculate hers 
and write smaller ones. 

A woman I’d been briefly dat¬ 
ing before my trip - who’s been to 
Nepal and considered meeting 
someone about to have that expe¬ 
rience significant - has returned 
none of the phone messages I’ve 
left since getting back. A kiss-off 
note in the mail would have been 
more polite than this. Or even one 
of those “I’ve decided I’m not 
ready to start dating again after 
the last break-up after all” conver¬ 
sations (speaking of lesbian medi¬ 
ocrity). A date on New Year’s Eve 
this early in dating might have 
been emotionally loaded, I’ll 
admit; I could have handled “I 
need some time for myself, espe¬ 
cially now.” But dead silence? 


Only the most hurtful conclu¬ 
sions can be drawn from that. 

On the trip back, I’d taken ad¬ 
vantage of customs regulations to 
treat myself to a bottle of good co¬ 
gnac; only the duty-free price and 
lack of sales tax in Seoul justified 
the expense. The Saturday after 
New Year’s I came back from a 
walk around the lake to have our 
(dyke) housekeeper - someone 
with whom I “shared” my income 
by hiring - ask whether I minded 
her having helped herself to a 
shot. She’d never had the oppor¬ 
tunity to taste any before, she said, 
and she hoped I didn’t mind or 
that it wasn’t something expensive 
she shouldn’t have touched 
(which it was). Had she asked, I 
would have given her a taste. 

But this passive-aggressive act 
of entitlement-think so 
stunned me that I failed to 
react appropriately, to wit: 
ripping her a new one. (The 
household has since 
replaced her.) 

So maybe my 
post-Nepal funk has 
just been cul¬ 
ture shock - 
reacclimating 
to taking such 
flaky, self-serving behavior for 
granted as the price for access to 
some sort of lesbian community. 
Is it any wonder, then, that I’d also 
made the questionable call of 
wondering too much about the 
overtures of friendship of a neigh¬ 
borhood woman who’s married 
but appears to be questioning? As 
in, someone who might be dis¬ 
covering an attraction to women, 
but hasn’t been exposed to the les¬ 
bian community yet and thus 
hasn’t picked up dyke attitude and 
the bad habits that seem to go 
along with it? 

There were women on the 
Nepal trip of whom I thought, I’d 
really like to meet someone just 
like this who likes women instead 
of men. What it comes down to, I 
fear, is a reality differential. 
There’s something conservatives 
say about progressive politics and 
our community I’m reluctantly 
concluding is an accurate obser¬ 
vation: too many people want 
benefits to flow to themselves 
from group affiliation rather than 
merit. Parroting the right jargon, 
having the right look, dishing the 
right attitude, etc. make them so 


deserving that they’re above man¬ 
ners and even morality (as in, 
don’t help yourself to someone 
else’s liquor cabinet). 

This phenomenon, I fear, dri¬ 
ves too many intelligent and de¬ 
cent (and therefore desirable) 
women out of the lesbian com¬ 
munity. They are driven out by 
those who expect that being fab¬ 
ulous and queer entitles them to 
be somebody - and to be deferred 
to as though they were. The 
women who don’t play along get 
called “assimilation ist” and “elit¬ 
ist” - just for wanting to be real 
people instead of part of a fash¬ 
ionable crowd. From our commu¬ 
nity, they get judgment instead of 
support. And so they blend in, re¬ 
fusing to take any chance of 
being mistaken for one of 
their ruder, self-impor¬ 
tant sisters. 

One recent Saturday 
night, I went to the movies 
with a friend who is in 
the process of moving 
out of a household run 
by one of those vic¬ 
tim/entitle¬ 
ment-type 
drama queens. 
Having had a 
run-in with her that day, my friend 
drank about three beers over the 
course of the evening, and called 
the next day to apologize for being 
less than sober. I thanked her, but 
told her not to worry - though ob¬ 
viously unwinding from the pres¬ 
sure, none of her behavior had 
been inappropriate or detracted 
from my enjoying her company. 

This friend is getting fed up 
with politically correct expecta¬ 
tions - and her process of accept¬ 
ing herself as someone who won’t 
toe the line looks an awful lot like 
the individuation process be¬ 
tween adolescence to adulthood. 
She spoke of having taken a 
chance recently on dating a 
woman who might not have been 
a rocket surgeon but was damned 
cute - and got it when I said she 
didn’t have to apologize to me for 
asking this woman out because 
she found her attractive. (Asking 
a woman out because you find her 
attractive - now, there’s a new les¬ 
bian concept!)

‘Ned’ pulls gun on gay

I n a shocking display of anti¬ 
gay violence played for laughs, 
the January 20 episode of the 
popular Monday night Fox pro¬ 
gram Ned and Stacey has Ned 
pulling out a gun to threaten a gay 
admirer who is portrayed as a 
stalker. The subplot, which has 
the gay character admiring Ned 
from afar but being ignored 
throughout the show, 
takes a grim turn in the 
final scene. Ned is lis¬ 
tening to messages on 
his answering machine. 

All of the messages are 
from the gay co-work- 
er, and begin with in¬ 
nocuous messages 
such as, “I was just 
thinking about you,” and “My ma¬ 
chine is broken, and I just thought 
you might have called.” The next 
message has him inviting Ned to 
a play, and then one of him call¬ 
ing from the theater saying, “How 
could you stand me up like this?” 
In the last message, he announces 
that fie is in Ned’s apartment hid¬ 
ing in the bedroom wearing noth¬ 
ing but a thong. As the end cred¬ 
its roll, Ned pulls out a gun and 
heads for the bedroom. 

In addition to perpetuating the 
hateful stereotype of gay men as 
predators, particularly in the pur¬ 
suit of straight men, the episode 
sends a clear message that it is ac¬ 
ceptable for men to respond to 
unwanted admiration by gay men 
with violence. Considering the 
very recent murder of Scott Ame- 
dure by Jonathan Schmitz sup¬ 
posedly due to “unwanted atten¬ 
tion,” the scene is in more than 
just poor taste. It is irresponsible, 
malicious and dangerous. 

Demand that Fox apologize 
for the scene, and that the pro¬ 
gram counter this horrible 
episode with more inclusive, re¬ 
spectful and accurate representa¬ 
tions of lesbian, gay, bisexual and 
transgender people.

Brandon Teena gets 
Dunne wrong 

In the January 13 New Yorker , 
crime writer John Gregory Dunne 
wrote “The Humboldt Murders,” 
which examined the 1993 Nebras¬ 


ka murder of Brandon Teena and 
his two friends. Dunne does not 
understand Brandon’s transgen¬ 
der identity, and describes him as 
a stereotypical “predatory” butch 
lesbian. The author insists on re¬ 
ferring to Brandon as “her” for 
most of the piece. “That Teena 
Brandon (Brandon’s birth name) 
had been able to pass herself off as 
a man to the officers was not that 
surprising,” Dunne writes. “She 
was known as Brandon, and 
as Brandon, she, as he, had 
declared his love for 
and slept with a num¬ 
ber of women in Falls 
City and Humboldt.” 
Dunne also seems to 
point to Brandon’s 
male-identification as 
“confusion,” and “gen¬ 
der disorientation,” 
though by all appear¬ 
ances, it was anything 
but confused.“She [Brandon] was 
undereducated, her ambition was 
limited, and, most important, she 
was without positive identity.” Be¬ 
cause Brandon Teena lived in a 
world where his access to support 
services and transgender discus¬ 
sions were essentially nonexistent, 
he was isolated as a transsexual. 
He repeatedly asserted that he was 
not a lesbian, which is disregard¬ 
ed. Dunne’s labeling of Brandon’s 
constant desire for women and 
his self-identification as a man a 
“sexual ambiguity,” is nothing 
more than a rationalization for 
Dunne’s own belief that Brandon 
was simply a butch lesbian who 
couldn’t accept her sexual orien¬ 
tation. Additionally troublesome 
is the portrayal of Brandon as a 
smooth Casanova, a seducer who 
lured women to his bed and de¬ 
ceived them. This portrait is a 
hackneyed old stereotype of 
“predatory” butch lesbians who 
prey on “feminine” women. 

Write to The New Yorker and 
correct the many layers of igno¬ 
rance that Dunne has displayed in 
his understanding of sexual ori¬ 
entation and identity.

Xena: Warrior Princess features a 
transgender character in this 
week’s episode. Drag superstar 
Karen Dior plays Miss Artiphys, a 
transgender contestant in the 
Miss Known World beauty 
pageant who saves Xena from cer¬ 
tain death and goes on to win the 


contest. Xena goes undercover at 
the pageant to keep it from being 
sabotaged, and discovers early on 
that Miss Artiphys is a man in 
drag. She is unflinched by this dis¬ 
covery, and states her hope that 
“the best person [will] win.” Dur¬ 
ing her coronation ceremony, 
Miss Artiphys pulls Xena from the 
sidelines, dips her, and gives her a 
big kiss to gasps in the audience as 
Gabrielle (Xena’s sidekick) looks 
on jealously. 

Xena, a cult favorite of many 
lesbians, celebrates drag in this 
episode, questions gender con¬ 
ventions and ideas of “feminine” 
beauty, and plays off the general¬ 
ly adverse reaction of society to 
same-sex kissing. In a fun way, the 
show gives a transgender charac¬ 
ter depth and allows him to be a 
hero while conveying the more se¬ 
rious message that many of soci¬ 
ety’s assumptions about gender 
and sexual orientation are both 
groundless and absurd.

Stung by Cornwell’s 
‘Hornet’s Nest’

While another strong 
female character (Virginia West, 
Deputy Chief of Police) is the 
center of the story, the book is rid¬ 
dled with gratuitous homophobic 
remarks, a host of homophobic 
characters, and a minor gay char¬ 
acter whose sole interest in life is 
an obsession with a male col¬ 
league. As if that weren’t enough, 
Cornwell pulls out all the stops, 
and in the conclusion (yes, we’re 
giving away the ending here) re¬ 
veals the brutal murderer to be a 
“big, ugly sh’im,” a transsexual 
pimp with bright orange dread¬ 
locks. 

By relying on abhorrent 
stereotypes and perpetuating the 
myth of homicidal transsexuals 
which was overtly displayed in 
1990’s Silence of the Lambs, Corn- 
well offends our community and 
fosters hate and confusion. Read¬ 
ers used to the characters from 
her previous novels will be dis¬ 
mayed and disappointed by this 
most recent turn for the worse. 

Please tell Cornwell that it’s a 
mystery why anyone would write 
such a hateful book, and let Put¬ 
nam know that by publishing the 
novel, they’ve helped to stir up a 
hornet’s nest of homophobia, 
transphobia and misinformation.

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Become an ex-straight

ear Dr. LeVay: I’m a 19- 

year-old guy who hangs out 

: with a gay crowd, but I’m 
straight. Can you help me make 
the switch? 

- Gay Wannabe in 
West Hollywood. 

Dear Wannabe: You’re not 
alone. Today’s fashion-conscious 
and media-sawy gay community 
is attracting many young people 
who have all the qualifications 
for a gay lifestyle - except for 
their stubborn heterosexual ten¬ 
dencies. Converting to homosex¬ 
uality is not easy, but 
you have already 
taken that crucial 
first step: you have acknowl¬ 
edged that you have a prob¬ 
lem and you have formed a 
sincere desire to change. 

There hasn't been 
much research on how 
to become gay, but the 
scientific literature is 
full of researchers who 
have used various tech¬ 
niques in their attempts to make 
people straight. It seems likely 
that the techniques would work 
as well in one direction as the 
other, so here are a few you might 
consider. I have adapted them to 
the direction of change you de¬ 
sire. 

Edward Callahan and Harold 
Leitenberg of the University of 
Vermont developed the “covert 
sensitization” procedure. This is 
particularly suited to a do-it- 
yourself approach because it re¬ 
quires no drugs, electrodes, or 
other potentially dangerous 
equipment. After an initial relax¬ 
ation session, you have to imag¬ 
ine engaging in an episode of het¬ 
erosexual sex that goes badly 
wrong. “A man might be asked to 
imagine going to a woman’s 
apartment,” the authors write, 
“approaching her bedroom, initi¬ 
ating sexual activity, feeling in¬ 
creasingly nauseous, and finally 
vomiting on her, on the sheets, 
and all over himself. A variation 
on this scene might involve find¬ 
ing that the yvoman is rotting 
with syphilitic sores, or that she 
has diarrhea during the en¬ 
counter.” After a mere ten ses¬ 
sions of this, according to the au¬ 


thors, heterosexual feelings are a 
thing of the past. 

Jerking off for 
mental health 

If you want to positively en¬ 
courage homosexuality, rather 
than merely discourage hetero¬ 
sexuality, here is another method, 
also suitable for at-home use. It 
was developed by Scottish psychi¬ 
atrists R.J. McGuire, J.M. Carlisle, 
and B.G. Young. You are instruct¬ 
ed to masturbate, using fantasies 
of sex with a woman as you usu¬ 
ally do. But as soon as orgasm is 
inevitable (a few seconds prior to 
ejaculation) you must switch your 
imagined partner to the male 
sex. The beauty 
of this technique 
is that, while the 
heterosexual fantasies do 
the work of getting you excited, 
it is the homosexual fantasies 
that become associated with the 
reward of orgasm. 
This is called operant 
conditioning. With 
enough repetitions, 
the procedure should 
induce homosexual 
urges even in a person who has 
never previously experienced 
them. 

If neither of these methods 
work, you may need to try full- 
scale aversion therapy. The safest 
aversion technique for home use 
is the chemical method, as pio¬ 
neered by University of New 
South Wales psychiatrist 
Nathaniel McConaghy. Set your¬ 
self up with your favorite pin-ups 
or a juicy porno tape (preferably 
one of those “lesbian” tapes so 
there’s no man in the picture). 
Just when you’re getting excited, 
take a nausea-inducing drug. Mc¬ 
Conaghy used apomorphine, 
which requires a prescription and 
could be toxic. I suggest you sub¬ 
stitute a food that you know will 
disagree with you. Failing that, a 
sharp slap in the face or a cold 
shower will probably work just as 
well, though it might take a few 
extra sessions. 

For an even speedier entree to 
homosexuality, there’s elec¬ 
troshock aversion therapy, as pi¬ 
oneered by psychologists at 
Brigham Young University for 
their gay-impaired students. Fill a 
carousel with slides of naked

women (pick ones who really 
turn you on), alternating with 
slides of naked guys (pick ones 
you’d like to be turned on by). 
You’ll be watching the slides while 
holding the clicker that advances 
the carousel from one slide to the 
next. Get a qualified electrician to 
set up a circuit to deliver a painful 
but not life-threatening shock to 
your arms every time a female ap¬ 
pears on the screen. Even better, 
rig it so that you can escape the 
shock by hitting the clicker with¬ 
in two seconds of the female slide 
coming up. That way, you get ei¬ 
ther negative reinforcement 
(pain) associated with the females 
or positive reinforcement (relief 
at escaping pain) associated with 
the male slides. Do this for thirty 
minutes dailv. If you’re not queer 
within a month, there’s some¬ 
thing wrong with you. ▼

workers nationwide, United says 
that the law raises a “number of 
complex issues” and has not indi¬ 
cated whether it will comply with 
the measure or litigate the re¬ 
quirements in court. 

“We are continuing to review 
the domestic partners ordinance 
[sic] and its potential effect, both 
economic and otherwise, on Unit¬ 
ed, our employees, and our bene¬ 
fit plans,” United said in a press 
statement. 

According to spokeswoman 
Mary Jo Holland, the issue “could 
have unforeseen ramifications” to 
United Airlines, “both from a cost 
perspective and as an employee 
relations matter.” 

In its statement, United 
claimed the definition of domes¬ 
tic partners may vary from state to 
state, and said it could be “inap¬ 
propriate to broaden our benefit 
base when thousands of employ¬ 
ees have made salary and benefit 
concessions to improve our cost 
structure and reduce expenses.” 

The company said that all cur¬ 
rent union contract agreements 
would have to be renegotiated in 
light of the contract requirement. 

The company’s corporate re¬ 
sponse is “disappointing but not a 
surprise,” said David Tomb, the 
founder of United at United, the 
airline’s independent lesbian and 
gay employees association. 

Tomb said that while the com¬ 
pany has historically raised issues 
of cost, renegotiation of labor 


contracts, and international im¬ 
plications, as well as “a misunder¬ 
standing” of the definition of do¬ 
mestic partner, the employee’s 
group has also previously provid¬ 
ed them with information about 
implementing such benefits poli¬ 
cies - including sample domestic 
partners policies of other corpo¬ 
rations. 

In place ...someplace 

Tomb also said that despite the 
company’s press statement, Unit¬ 
ed currently already provides do¬ 
mestic partner benefits in the 
Netherlands, Australia, and New 
Zealand. 

He also said that United is 
aware that only about one percent 
of eligible workers actually choose 
to add their partners in such ben¬ 
efit packages, because their part¬ 
ners in such relationships are em¬ 
ployed. 

Tomb dismissed United’s 
claim about contract renegotia¬ 
tions, saying that recipients of 
such benefits are mandated by 
company policy rather than con¬ 
tractually negotiated - and that 
United workers, regardless of di¬ 
vision, basically receive the same 
benefits. 

United’s public comments on 
the matter “reflected homopho¬ 
bia,” he said. 

“It’s time for some education, 
and if that education comes about 
because of a San Francisco man¬ 
date, I think that is okay,” Tomb 
said. 

Vigilant supes 

The ordinance’s co-author, Su¬ 
pervisor Tom Ammiano, said that 
despite “the straight San Francisco 
news media’s hysteria, United has 
never given any indication that it 
would not sign the lease.” 

Ammiano said there was also 
“never any question” that either 
he or Supervisor Leslie Katz 
would raise the issue about the 
contract’s missing language. 

“Did they think that Leslie and 
I weren’t going to be vigilant? I 
understand they wanted some 
time to look at things. They must 
have known about this. The con¬ 
tract is for 25 years,” he said. 

Geoff Kors, a spokesman for 
Katz and the author of the legisla¬ 
tion, said that United wasn’t being 
singled out for special treatment, 
and the amendment applied to any 
contractor who had more than a 
two-year lease with the city. ▼

mestic partner amendment to the 
city’s Fluman Rights Ordinance 
signed into law last November 
The amendment adds a clause 
to the HRO that forbids the city 
from doing business with con¬ 
tractors who discriminate by not 
providing domestic partners 
health and other benefits to work¬ 
ers if they provide similar benefits 
to heterosexual married spouses. 

The ordinance also forbids city 
contractors from discriminating 
on the basis of race, religion, an¬ 
cestry, gender, and gender identity. 

The lease had been sent to the 
Board Government Efficiency and 
Labor Committee for approval by 
the Airports Commission without 
the domestic partners language in 
the lease agreement. 

Some City Hall politicos say 
that the culprit in the lease lan¬ 
guage snafu may have actually 
been the city’s Dept, of Real Es¬ 
tate, but others say the snafu is the 
responsibility of the airport 
“Maybe they thought the leg¬ 
islation didn’t apply to them,” 
carped one City Hall source.

Kico Govantes brightens 
and honors Market Street

W hen gay San Francisco 
artist Kico Govantes was 
deciding just what he 
wanted to submit as an entry for 
“Art In Transit,” a San Francisco 
Arts Commission-sponsored ex¬ 
hibition along Market Street, he 
spent a lot of time riding his 1974 
Schwinn three-speed bicycle up 
and down Market Street. Along 
the way, he said he discovered “cu¬ 
rious similarities” in the diversi¬ 
ties of the thoroughfare as it runs 
through different neighborhoods 
at certain times: people from the 
Castro through the Civic Center 
and into the downtown retail and 
financial areas, all doing very sim¬ 
ilar things. 

“I began to focus on the simi¬ 
larities up and down Market 
Street and how it changes as a 
whole as the day passes on,” he 
told the Bay Area Reporter. “Six 
distinct time frames began to 
evolve: morning rush hour, mid¬ 


morning pause, noon/lunch, mid¬ 
afternoon pause, afternoon rush 
hour, and dinner/theatre/evening 
time.” 

Govantes, 40, also paid atten¬ 
tion to the light and was struck 
with the way it changes through 
the day. 

“Whether you’re at the Embar- 
cadero or Van Ness, the light is 
very yellow at 7:30 in the morn¬ 
ing. There are no blues or reds yet. 
It’s very yellow orange,” he said. 

Govantes chose a clock as a de¬ 
vice to organize the theme - and 
submitted the actual visual story 
of “Las Oras del Dio” (“The 
Hours of the Day”) to the Arts 
Commission, in six pieces. 

“In each corner of the paint¬ 
ings, a clock reflects the time of 
day,” he pointed out to the com¬ 
mission when he submitted the 
work last July. “The color scheme 
and figures, building, etc., reflect 
the activities common at the time. 

“The idea is to paint a story, 
not just a group of six paintings.” 

In August, Govantes was cho¬ 
sen unanimously to receive the 
commission award - which was 
juried by a selection panel, then a 
Visual Arts Committee of the Arts 
Commission, and then finally ap¬ 
proved by the entire commission. 

“I was extremely flattered,” he 
said. “It’s the first time I’ve ever 
participated in public art.”

The six works are now dis¬ 
played in 24 triangular kiosks on 
Market Street. Each piece includes 


a Spanish title for the period of 
the day (“Almuerzo” for lunch, 
“Noche” for evening, and so 
forth) plus stick figure depictions 
of a variety of people - including 
gay and straight individuals and 
couples - engaged in the time pe¬ 
riod’s activities. 

Govantes says by looking care¬ 
fully, viewers might discover 
something about the stick figure 
people that they might miss in 
just a casual glance: their torsos 
are cups. 

“Not just because we look like 
that, but because we are vessels on 
this planet for a microsecond’s 
time and we fill up our cups,” he 
said. 

The idea was incorporated 
into his art as a youth, after Gov¬ 
antes realized that the human 
ability to form the hand into a 
cup and lift water from river 
source to mouth distinguished 
man from animal, and was a key 
factor into the development of 
civilization, enabling people to 
use gourds and other water-bear¬ 
ing vessels and move inland, away

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HIV eradication: the 
unanswered question 
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I - — he 4th Conference on 
Retroviruses and Oppor- 
m tunistic Infections opened 
in Washington, DC Wednesday, 
January 22. It seemed appropriate 
that the most important scientific 
meeting on HIV would begin 
with an address by its most pre¬ 
eminent researcher, Dr. David Ho. 

“Can HIV be eradicated from 
an infected person?” asked Ho. 
“We don’t know, but it is impor¬ 
tant to find out.” He offered no 
news but instead reviewed how 
we have come to understand the 
dynamics of HIV. The key facts 
were learning that infected cells 
producing the virus have a half- 
life of about one and a half days, 
and the free floating infectious 
virions only about six hours. This 
led to estimates of the scope of 
viral infection and a framework 
for evaluating the effect of thera¬ 
pies. 

He went on to explain how his 
studies “involve careful quantita¬ 
tive analysis of real patient data;

they are not theory in a vacuum. 
We think this is justified because 
we know the book of nature is 
written in the language of mathe¬ 
matics.” 

His team examined the differ¬ 
ent types of tissue cells where HIV 
can lodge and found that those 
cells have a half-life that can range 
from 9 to 35 days. “But in addi¬ 
tion to knowing something about 
decay characteristics, we must 
know something about pool 
sizes.” Using the most conserva¬ 
tive assumptions (i.e., the largest 
number of infected cells), he has 
concluded that even the most ef¬ 
fective therapy would require up 
to three years to fully clear the 
virus from the body. 

Maximum vs. minimum 

He is encouraged that under 
triple therapy, HIV in a number 
of his patients has been reduced 
to below detectable levels in both 
blood and tissue samples. But he 
cautions that “we haven’t gotten 
to the point yet” where we can re¬ 
move therapy and see if the virus 
has been eradicated. He stressed 
the need for longer therapy before 
taking that risk. 

“I believe it is important for us 
to collectively determine the fea¬ 
sibility of eradication of HIV 
from an infected person, for this 
information will eventually dic¬ 
tate our treatment philosophy. 

“If it is unfeasible, then we are 
likely to adopt a strategy similar to 
the treatment of hypertension or 
diabetes, where minimal therapies 
are administered to achieve the 
desired effect. If it is indeed feasi¬ 
ble, then we are likely to adopt a 
strategy similar to the treatment 
of tuberculosis or leukemia, 
where maximum therapy is given 
to shorten the treatment dura¬ 
tion.” 

Ho concluded, “We must duti¬ 
fully avoid unwarranted tri- 
uphantism, for much remains to 
be done. On the other hand, the 
undue pessimism that prevails in 
some circles is equally unhealthy. 
The state of HIV treatment is nei¬ 
ther black nor white. We must 
paint the situation the proper 
shade of gray.” ▼ 
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Issues in therapy at the 
4th Retroviral Conference

'' he goal of HIV therapy 
should be to reduce viral 

M load below detectable levels, 
agreed the scientists and clinicians 
meeting at the prestigious 4th 
Retroviruses and Opportunistic 
Infections in Washington, DC 
January 22-26. When to start that 
therapy, and what to administer 
to achieve that end, is still very 
much a subject of discussion. 

The logic of arguments pro¬ 
posed by Dr. David Ho, the cur¬ 
rent leading light in the field, 
points to treating as early as pos¬ 
sible. That position was echoed by 
Dutch physician Joep Lange. “Im¬ 
mune deterioration goes on all 
the time, there really is no reason 
to wait, unless the patient is not 
willing to be treated,” he said. “I 
don’t think you are wasting future 
options by going into triple drug 
therapy.” That seems to be the 
emerging majority, but by no 
means consensus, opinion. 

Past conference chair Dr. 
“Chip” Schooley made a strong 
argument that PWAs should be 
treated by a physician with exper¬ 
tise in the disease. “An optimum 
regiment is patient dependent, 
there may be a regiment you use 
more often, but if the patient 
doesn’t tolerate it very well, it’s 
not the optimal regiment.” He 
said the effectiveness of protease 
inhibitors “depends more on what 
the patient’s virus has seen” than 
on the viral load or the length of 
time from point of infection. 

One of the most chilling mo¬ 
ments came when conference 
chair Dr. Douglas Richman and 
vice chair Dr. Constance Benson 
both said they deny protease ther¬ 
apy to those they feel will not 
comply with the difficult dosing 
regiment those drugs demand. 
“There are two reasons,” said Ben¬ 
son. “One is the safety of the med¬ 
ication. Inappropriate use of 
those drugs by the patient may 
harm them. And the second is the 
interest of public health,” and the 
possibility that drug resistant 
strains of the virus will develop 
and get passed on by non-compli- 
ant patients. 

The virus 

HIV has long been known to 
be a highly unstable virus capable 
of frequent mutation. Alan Perel- 
son, working in conjunction with 
David Ho, found that there are 
theoretically 30,000 possible mu¬ 
tations within the HIV genome, 
and every day viral replication 
produces perhaps one percent of 
those variations. The three specif¬ 
ic mutations necessary to confer 
resistance to protease carry the 
mathematical odds of one-in-ten 
million in occurring. But given 
the billions of cells infected with 
HIV in an individual with a high 
viral load, those mutations seem 
almost inevitable. 

A retrospective study in rural 
Iowa showed that genetic struc¬ 
ture of 29 percent of PWAs exam¬ 
ined had some resistance to pro¬ 
tease— despite never having 
taken any of the drug. This led the 
researchers to call the genome 
variations “polymorphous” rather 
than mutations, because they 
occur naturally in at least one per¬ 
cent of the virus. 

But they also found those vari¬ 
ations did not necessarily confer - 
nor did they predict - resistance 


to protease, And some polymor¬ 
phisms even reversed under ther¬ 
apy. Nonetheless, the University of 
Iowa study concluded that some 
patients are probably being 
switched to therapies to which 
they are already resistant. 

Implicit in the conclusion is 
that genotypic assays of individ¬ 
ual patients would be a useful tool 
in case management and selection 
of therapy. No commercial ver¬ 
sions of that labor-intensive and 
expensive laboratory technique 
are currendy available. 

Opportunistic infections 

One of the long-standing 
guidelines for AIDS has been to 
initiate prophylaxis or preventive 
therapy for PCP and other oppor¬ 
tunistic infections (OIs) when 
CD4 counts fall below 200. The 
new generation of antiretroviral 
medications, principally protease 
inhibitors, has been very success-

ful in reducing viral load and rais¬ 
ing CD4 count. They often bring a 
spontaneous remission of OIs as 
the body’s immune system 
strengthens and becomes better 
able to combat them. 

Reconstitution 

So the intriguing question has 
become, can prophylaxis be dis¬ 
continued when CD4 counts rise 
above 200? The answer we have so 
far is a qualified maybe. But don’t 
go rushing to find out. It appears 
that reconstituted CD4s may not 
include a full complement of cell 
subsets. And particular subsets are 
necessary to fight particular infec¬ 
tions. 

It seems likely that subsets and 
their reconstitution vary greatly 
from person to person. That's why 
some people with the same gross 
CD4 count are susceptible to cer¬ 
tain OIs while others appear to be 
less so. Thus a person with a gross 
CD4 of only 50 may have a subset 
which is necessary to fight off 
PCP. while a person with reconsti¬ 
tuted CD4 totals several hundred 
above that number may have few 
defenses against the infection. 

We do not have a definitive in¬ 
ventory of which subsets of T- 
cells are necessary to fight off each 
disease. Prophylaxis for most OIs 
is relatively easy to take and rela¬ 
tively inexpensive, especially when 
compared with protease in¬ 
hibitors. Thus clinicians recom¬ 
mend continuing on existing pro¬ 
phylaxis even when CD4 levels re¬ 
bound well above the 200 level. 

The history of HIV has seen a 
succession of markers used to 
evaluate the state of infection and 
response to therapy. CD4 counts 
are one of the most important, 
though over the last year mea¬ 
surement of viral load has as¬ 
sumed primary importance. 

DACS 071, a retrospective 
cross protocol study, looked at 
both CD4 and viral load as pre¬ 
dictors of three of the most com¬ 
mon OIs: PCP, CMV, and MAC. It 
found these markers to be inde¬ 
pendent predictors of infections. 
Each 50 T-cell decline below 200 
doubled the risk for PCP and 


tripled the risk for CMV and 
MAC. 

Viral load information added 
no predictive information for 
those with less than 75 CD4 
count. There was a slight predic¬ 
tive value for higher counts, but 
the incidents of these infections is 
so small that they saw little practi¬ 
cal application in using viral load 
for this purpose. 

TMP-SMX: Trimethaprim- 
sulfamethoxazole is recognized as 
the superior agent for prophylax¬ 
is of PCP pneumonia. However, 
significant numbers of patients 
cannot tolerate beginning with 
the effective dosage of the drug. 
The ACTG 268 trial found they 
could greatly reduce adverse reac¬ 
tions by sensitizing the body to 
the drug by first administering 
lower doses of it and then step¬ 
ping up to full strength over the 
course of two weeks. 

The pipeline 

A year ago treatment activists 
were worried that there didn’t 
seem to be much in the drug de¬ 
velopment pipeline after protease 
inhibitors. Their attitude this year 
was decidedly more upbeat. A 
number of drugs are showing very 
strong results in the laboratory 
and in limited phase I/II trials. 
Many will likely be more widely 
available in clinical trials later this 
year and seem likely to be ap¬ 
proved in the next year or so. 

Included in that list is the pro¬ 
tease inhibitor nelfinavir, which 
has strong antiviral activity, and 
more importantly, different mu¬ 
tation points to confer resistance. 
It should be approved in the 
spring. 

Other drugs in less advanced 
states of development are the pro¬ 
tease inhibitor 141, which only 
has to be taken once a day; 1592, a 
nucleoside analog seen as a more 
powerful successor to AZT; and 
DMP-266, a potent non-nucleo- 
side analog. The data on all of 
these drugs is so limited that the 
products still have not been 
named and are referred to by 
company research numbers. But 
that has not stopped treatment 
activists from pushing for ex¬ 
panded access for people in whom 
existing drugs have stopped work¬ 
ing. ▼

“Persons who reported sharing 
needles, having more than ten sex 
partners, and fisting were more 
likely to be HIV-positive than 
those not reporting these behav¬ 
iors,” McFarland said. 

The study also documented 
that the 12.5 percent rate of HIV 
infection among African-Ameri¬ 
can youth surveyed was “signifi¬ 
cantly higher” than other ethnic 
groups, despite the survey find¬ 
ings that young black men report¬ 
ed less unsafe sex practices or 
drug use practices than whites. 

“Higher rates of HIV infection 
among African-American men re¬ 
mains an unexplained finding 
that has been replicated in several 
other studies. The issue remains 
an important public heath re¬ 
search question,” he said. 

“The highest rate of AIDS in¬ 
fection continues to be among 
black men,” Coates said. “There 
has to be better attention paid to 
this. We’re losing the next genera¬ 
tion of African-American men for 
all kinds of reasons.” 

Some AIDS experts theorize 
that African-Americans are more 
susceptible to HIV because of a 
genetic defect in Caucasian blood 
cells that makes it harder for HIV 
to infect whites. 


Other findings 

The study also identified 
markers for high risk sexual be¬ 
havior, including findings that 11 
percent of the youth reported re¬ 
ceiving money or gifts for sex 
within six months of the study 
and nearly five percent were 
homeless at the time of the inter¬ 
view. 

An estimated 35 percent of the 
men interviewed reported having 
been forced to have sexual contact 
against their will. Although the re¬ 
searchers were unable to delineate 
whether such coercive sexual ac¬ 
tivity occurred as early childhood 
sexual abuse, date rape, or other 
types of sexual abuse, Coates told 
the B.A.R. that youth under the 
age of 15 who report coercive sex 
with a partner ten years or older 
have “identifiable risk factors” for 
behaviors leading to HIV infec¬ 
tion 

The vast majority of the youth 
reported having had unprotected 
anal sex; 30 percent said it was 
within six months of the inter¬ 
view. Sixteen percent reported 
having first had anal sex before 
the age of 14. 

According to project coordina¬ 
tor Vince Guillin, the results of the 
study point out the efficacy of - 
and continued need for - com¬ 
munity-based intervention and 
peer-based outreach models in 
HIV prevention public health ser¬ 
vices. ▼ 
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Tension marks retroviral conference in DC

ecurity was tight and tem¬ 
pers flared as the 4th Con- 
1 gf ference on Retroviruses and 
Opportunistic Infections opened 
in Washington, DC on January 
22. Dozens of hulking plain¬ 
clothes security men, complete 
with Secret Service-type ear pieces 
and identifying lapel pins, 
manned the doors and escorted 
conference organizers from room 
to room. 

Tensions have been bubbling 
for weeks. The conference, which 
has become the premier AIDS re¬ 
search meeting, has intentionally 
restricted itself to the capacity of 
the host hotel. That means pre¬ 
registration for the 2,500 slots (in¬ 
cluding staff, speakers, etc.). Last 
year, a number of people were 
turned away, and this year the 
waiting list had swelled to more 
than 500. They also tightened up 
on space for the press and banned 
marketing representatives from 
pharmaceutical companies. 

The loudest and most orga¬ 
nized grumbling came from AIDS 
activists. They were initially of¬ 
fered 15 scholarship slots, later 
upped to 20. They wanted more 
and thought they had gotten the 
number doubled through negoti¬ 
ations on Wednesday night. 

But that fell through. A Thurs¬ 
day morning statement by ac¬ 
tivists Bill Bahlman of New York, 
Linda Grinberg of Los Angeles, 
and Bill Thorne of San Francisco 
charged, “Over 100 people with 
AIDS and their advocates were 
denied registration, and over 30

were turned away from the con¬ 
ference site, after being led to be¬ 
lieve they would be admitted, at 
an emergency meeting the previ¬ 
ous night.” 

Conference chair Dr. Douglas 
Richman announced a half mea¬ 
sure at a Thursday news confer¬ 
ence. He said they had made 
arrangements for “an overflow 
room” with a projection of certain 
presentations which would be 
open to both activists and re¬ 
searchers who had hoped to get in 
at the last moment. They could 
also view the poster sessions ma¬ 
terials at non-peak times. 

And in a written statement the 
conference steering committee 
said, “Approximately 150 scholar¬ 


ship applications were received 
this year, which far exceeded our 
expectations based on previous 
years’ interest.” They placed their 
decisions within the context of an 
annual survey of conference par¬ 
ticipants as to what they want in 
terms of size, scope, and focus of 
the event. 

Richman was asked if the 
heightened security was because 
of threats of violence. “No physi¬ 
cal threats,” he said. “We’ve re¬ 
ceived some unpleasant calls, 
some macho posturing, that have 
raised enough concern” for them 
to increase security. At the Van¬ 
couver AIDS conference in July, 
protesters from ACT UP/San 
Francisco threw mock blood on 


the organizers. ACT UP/San Fran¬ 
cisco is not affiliated in any way 
with ACT UP/Golden Gate. 


‘Don’t even bother’ 

Part way through the news 
conference, about 20 protesters 
outside in the hallway began 
chanting, “Let us in.” They were 
allowed to distribute their news 
release, but not to enter the room, 
and were then ushered away. No 
arrests were made. 

Bahlman is not satisfied. In his 
mind, limiting activists to 20 slots 
“told me, ‘Don’t even bother ap¬ 
plying.’And I didn’t. If I played by 
their rules, chances are I’d be in 
the conference right now. But I 
thought their rules and their 
game were unfair. One decision 
after another, compounded, has 
created an environment of dis¬ 
trust and dissatisfaction. 

“It is the community that has 
fought for continued AIDS re¬ 
search funding. While other fed¬ 
eral funding has been cut back 
drastically, AIDS funding has 
been maintained and has slightly 
grown.” He believes they deserve 
a larger seat at this table. ▼ 
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IFN-an3: the 
new treatment 
on the block

hree times a week, Don N. 
fills a small syringe with a 
tiny amount of fluid, places 
an ice-cube against his skin, and 
gives himself an injection through 
an ultra-thin insulin needle. He 
believes the injection has helped 
lower his viral load from around 
2,000 copies of viral RNA parti¬ 
cles per ml of blood, which he 
reached using triple drug combi¬ 
nation therapy of AZT/d4T/Crix- 
ivan, to less than 10 copies for the 
last five months. He reports that 
the injections are painless, and he 
has had no side effects. The 
drug he is using is not a 
newly discovered 
AIDS therapy, but is < 
a proven anti-viral 
that has been available 
by prescription since 
1988, Interferon-alpha 
(IFN-a). And while 
many people with 
HIV gave up on IFN- 
a four years ago, Don 
is among a handful of 
people with HIV and AIDS re¬ 
searchers who believe that low 
doses of this previously aban¬ 
doned anti-HIV drug is an im¬ 
portant addition to combination 
anti-HIV therapy that may help 
prevent the emergence of resistant 
HIV. 

Interferons are a family of pro¬ 
teins that are naturally produced 
by human cells in the presence of 
viral infections. They are signaling 
proteins to a number of different 
immune system cells and other 
cells in the body and trigger a not- 
fully-understood anti-viral re¬ 
sponse. Cells that have been ex¬ 
posed to IFN-a, in test tubes, are 
resistant to HIV infection and 
even when infected, appear to 
produce substances that interfere 
with the final assembly of viral 
proteins, so that infected cells pro¬ 
duce less virus. 

Early clinical studies of IFN-a 
produced very mixed results. 
Some studies claimed to find that 
increased levels of certain natu¬ 
rally occurring interferons were 
correlated with disease progres¬ 
sion. Two groups of researchers 
reported at the XI International 
Conference of AIDS beneficial re¬ 
sults from neutralizing naturally 
occurring IFN-a in later-stage 
AIDS patients, either through in¬ 
ducing an antibody response or 
by filtering interferons out of the 
blood. However, a number of 
combination studies, reported at 
the XI Conference and earlier, 
have repeatedly shown that ad¬ 
ministered IFN-a, in combination 
with other anti-virals, gives an 
added boost in lowering viral load 
and delaying depletion of T-cells. 

It is this proven effect that is 
causing a few researchers to want 
to take a second look at the drug 
in light of newly available diag¬ 
nostic tools, such as viral load 
tests, and a more sophisticated 
understanding of HIV disease. 

‘Works a different way’ 

“We starting recommending 
IFN-a in combination with AZT, 
DDI, and DDC for all people we 


were following, before protease 
inhibitors were available and got 
very good results, especially in re¬ 
cently-infected subjects,” reports 
Brad Saget, an HIV-researcher 
who along with Dr. Steve Scheibel 
is following some 40 patients with 
HIV who are using aggressive 
combination therapy including 
IFN-a. 

“IFN-a is the only drug yet 
shown to be able to cure a chron¬ 
ic viral infection, hepatitis-C, in 
some people, and its anti-HIV ef¬ 
fects are proven,” reports Saget. 
“Two years ago, when there was 
nothing beside the nucleoside 
analogs, it seemed foolish to us 
not to use INF-a in combination 
with other anti-HIV drugs, to at¬ 
tack the virus at another stage in 

its life cycle. Now, even with 
protease inhibitors, we 
think IFN-a is one key 
to bringing people we 
are following to below 
detection on viral load 
tests that can detect 
down to 10 copies per 
ml. We think that un¬ 
less viral load is 
brought down to 
zero, there is a great 
danger in most people of multi¬ 
drug resistant HIV eventually de¬ 
veloping. 

“Because INF-a works in a dif¬ 
ferent way from other anti-HIV 
drugs in reducing viral load, 
cross-resistance with other avail¬ 
able drugs is not a major concern, 
and so we strongly recommend it 
to people we are following.” For 
patients who wish to use it, Saget 
recommends a dose of 1-2 million 
units (MIUs) of INF-a, taken 
three times per week. 

One possible explanation for 
the apparent benefit of INF-a 
when used in certain combina¬ 
tions is evidence suggesting that 
INF-a is particularly effective in 
macrophages, a type of white 
blood cells that Dr. David Ho and 
other researchers have identified 
as an important long-lived reser¬ 
voir of HIV in the body. As scien¬ 
tist have learned more about HIV 
in the past several years, it has be¬ 
come clear that HIV infection is 
composed of a number of differ¬ 
ent variants of HIV infecting a 
number of different cell popula¬ 
tions. Each cell population infect¬ 
ed has a different life cycle, and 
can react differently to some anti- 
HIV drugs. 

According to the Ho model, 
90-99% of the HIV in a person’s 
body is produced by CD4 cells 
that, when infected, live for only 
one to three days. This is why peo¬ 
ple starting protease inhibitor 
therapy can see such a sharp ini¬ 
tial decline in their viral load 
when they begin therapy: infect¬ 
ed CD4 cells rapidly die off, and 
newly produced CD4s are pro¬ 
tected from infection by good 
combination therapy. 

However, most patients exhib¬ 
it a detectable - though reduced - 
viral load, even in the presence of 
very good anti-viral therapy, that 
can last several months. Ho has 
postulated that this longer-lived 
viral load is produced by infected 
macrophages, which are known to 
live in the body much longer than 
infected CD4 cells.

reducing the amount of virus 
produced by infected 
macrophages and at preventing 
new macrophages from becom¬ 
ing infected. Therefore, it may be 
an especially important addition 
to an anti-HIV cocktail by target¬ 
ing cells that do not respond as 
quickly to other anti-HIV thera¬ 
py- 

Side effects 

The downside to using IFN-a, 
besides lingering uncertainty 
about its long-term benefit, is the 
side-effects. Initial symptomatic 
side effects of low-dose IFN-a 
may be mild flu-like symptoms 
the day after use, such as fever, fa¬ 
tigue, and muscle ache. Some 
people develop a tolerance to 
these effects, while others may 


According to a study at the 
Walter Reed Army Institute of 
Medical Research and published 
in the May 1996 Journal of Infec¬ 
tious Diseases, subjects receiving a 
dose of 1 MIU three times per 
week with no other anti-viral 
therapy showed an average 0.23 
log reduction in viral load from 
baseline after 60 days of treat¬ 
ment, subjects receiving a dose of 
5 MIU three times per week 
showed an average 0.58 log re¬ 
duction, and subjects receiving 
the maximum individually toler¬ 
ated dose, averaging 44 MIU per 
week, showed an average 1.86 log 
reduction in viral load from base¬ 
line after 60 days of treatment. 

These average results are 
somewhat less impressive when 
the individual study subject re-

T he city’s $4.68 million AIDS 
Drug Assistance Program is 
broke and borrowing 
money from the city’s General 
Revenue Fund and other unre¬ 
stricted fund accounts, according 
to AIDS Office Prevention Chief 
Dr. Gene Copello. 

Copello made the announce¬ 
ment at the Monday, January 27 
meeting of the Mayor’s HIV Plan¬ 
ning Council, which also heard a 
proposal that the group form a 
subcommittee comprised of peo¬ 
ple living with HIV. 

The city expects to borrow an 
estimated $1.8 million to keep the 
program “at utilization,” to cover 


costs of clients needing prescrip¬ 
tion assistance with AIDS drugs 
including protease therapies, 
triple combination drug treat¬ 
ments, and other new treatments. 

“Once the state augmentation is 
available, we’ll essentially pay back 
the unrestricted funds and also 
continue the program through the 
fiscal year,” Copello said. 

An estimated 2,200 are regis¬ 
tered with the program, which 
provides essential AIDS medica¬ 
tions for people unable to pay for 
them. According to AIDS Office 
statistics, between 900 and 1,100 
people used the program to fill 
3,991 prescriptions in November, 
the latest month for which statis¬ 
tics are available. 

The proposal to form a group 


made up of people living with 
HIV was introduced by member 
Bart Casimir, a longtime AIDS ad¬ 
vocate, who is himself a person 
living with HIV. 

According to Casimir, the sub¬ 
committee could serve as a link 
between the larger community of 
HIV consumers and the planning 
council. 

Interested members of the 
council and the public, including 
consumers of HIV services, will 
meet to explore the formation of 
such a subcommittee this 
Wednesday, February 5th. 

A location for the meeting has 
not been announced, but will be 
available by calling Norm Nickens 
of the AIDS office at (415) 554- 
9000. T

need to take special action to 
avoid them. One way to minimize 
these symptoms is to take ordi¬ 
nary pain relievers like Motrin or 
Tylenol. 

Individuals are sometimes also 
advised to administer IFN-a in¬ 
jections at night, so as to sleep 
through any unpleasant side ef¬ 
fects. More serious toxicities of 
INF-a use include suppressed 
white blood cell counts and liver 
abnormalities, but these effects 
are not common with low-dose 
use. 

Recently, a new form of IFN- 
a, named IFN-an3, has been stud¬ 
ied. According to early studies, 
IFN-an3 is associated with fewer 
side effects and has a 10- to 100- 
times more potent anti-HIV 
punch. IFN-an3 contains a mix¬ 
ture of different INF-a species de¬ 
rived from stimulation of human 
immune system cells, rather than 
manufactured by recombinant 
genetic engineering, as are the 
currently available forms of the 
drug. 


suits are examined, however, be¬ 
cause patients showed a wide 
variance of response to the drug. 
They do indicate that in some pa¬ 
tients at least, IFN-an3, even used 
alone, has strong anti-HIV activ¬ 
ity. The study also reported dra¬ 
matically fewer side effects from 
use of IFN-an3 than from INF- 
32 . 

Where to get it 

While the older form of INF-a 
is available by prescription, IFN- 
an3 is only currently available in 
clinical trials. In San Francisco, a 
clinical trial is being run at Virx, 
comparing INF-an3 to placebo in 
patients with fewer than 250 CD4 
cells who are on any combination 
of approved anti-HIV drugs or 
on no anti-HIV drugs. The study 
lasts for 6 months, and at the end 
of the study period, subjects on 
placebo will be offered active 
drug.

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Prevention council 
votes to ‘move forward’ 
despite concerns

I embers of the HIV Pre¬ 
vention Planning Council 
I informally voted 16 to 1, 
with three abstentions, to move 
forward in the aftermath of some 
members’ concerns over how Dr. 
Mitch Katz, AIDS Office director, 
made his recommendations for 
funding 1997 prevention con¬ 
tracts, notably those for street 
outreach. The vote was conduct¬ 
ed at the Thursday, January 23 
HPPC meeting. 

The council held a special 
meeting with Katz on January 15, 
at which he faced tough question¬ 
ing by some members who were 
concerned that he and the AIDS 
Office didn’t follow the council’s 
prevention plan in the Request for 
Proposal (RFP) process. 

At issue was RFP #16 for “Ac¬ 
tivity Based HIV Prevention Pro¬ 
grams.” Some members were 
upset that the AIDS Office in¬ 
creased money to agencies they 
considered inexperienced or that, 
in some cases, did not meet some 


of the criteria. Other agencies that 
had been providing services and 
had experience in San Francisco 
were cut drastically. 

On January 21, the Health 
Commission approved 

$2,597,369 in federal Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention 
(CDC) funds to be distributed to 
community-based organizations. 
The commission’s final allocation 
was a compromise, apparently 
worked out between the AIDS Of¬ 
fice and the various agencies, 
which restored funding to some 
of the agencies that suffered cuts 
and decreased funds to the agen¬ 
cies Katz had previously recom¬ 
mended for more funds. 

The compromise failed to 
please several people, including 
councilmember Steven Sams. 

“I still don’t know what the 
steps were in reviewing RFPs,” 
Sams said during the council’s 
discussion following up on the 
meeting with Katz. “I don’t know 
the criteria [used by Katz in his 
final recommendations], and I’m 
still uncomfortable with that.” 

Councilmember Mark Peppier 


said some things need to be clari¬ 
fied for future RFPs, such as 
whether people who sit on techni¬ 
cal review committees to rate 
RFPs are supposed to be familiar 
with an agency submitting a pro¬ 
posal or whether they are sup¬ 
posed to be objective and not 
know about the agency soliciting 
the funds. 

“Where do we go from here?” 
asked council co-chair Ronnie 
Ashley/Chata. “I wasn’t very 
pleased with the meeting at all. 
Many questions were not asked or 
answered. But for this year the 
door’s open now; there’s an op¬ 
portunity to make changes.” 

Ana Claire Meyer, also a co¬ 
chair, said she feels there has been 
closure. “I was at the Health Com¬ 
mission meeting and watched 
them approve the contracts. They 
don’t even know what we do,” 
Meyer said. “For this year, it’s over. 
The Health Commission listened 
[to public comments].” 

But councilmember Saeul 
L’Adnbre disagreed. “I don’t think 
we’ve been as insensitive to public 
comment as the Health Commis¬ 
sion was,” said L’Adnbre. “I want 
to say to those who made public 
comment here, I was listening, 1 
was hearing, and it made a differ¬ 
ence to me.” 

In other matters, the council 
briefly discussed the 1997 HIV 
Prevention Plan for San Francisco 
that they developed. The nearly 
700-page plan, which was released 
January 17, is expected to be more 
thoroughly discussed at the 
group’s next meeting. ▼ 


The prevention planning 
council’s next meeting is 
Thursday, February 13 from 3 
to 6 p.m. at First Unitarian 
Church, 1187 Franklin Street at 
Geary.

he San Francisco AIDS Of¬ 
fice announced Friday, Janu¬ 
ary 24 that it will accept 
names of people in the communi¬ 
ty who are interested in serving on 
a technical committee to review 
Requests for Proposals (RFP) for 
HIV/AIDS services and preven¬ 
tion contracts, if they have a level 
of expertise in any one of several 
service or prevention categories. 

It is important to realize, how¬ 
ever, that people will not be se¬ 
lected immediately. Marcy Fraser, 
assistant chief of the health and 
prevention services branch, said 
that there are no RFPs currently 
awaiting review. A committee has 
already been selected for the Ten¬ 
derloin RFP that will be reviewed 
in late February, she said. 

Questions about that RFP re¬ 
view committee led Fraser and 
Gene Copello, chief of the health 
and prevention services branch, to 
respond by opening the process to 
the community. The shift in poli¬ 
cy came just days after Copello 
told the B.A.R. he would “consid¬ 
er” the question of placing an¬ 
nouncements about review com¬ 
mittees in the paper. 

Fraser asked that those who 
are interested send her a letter de¬ 
scribing their particular area of 
expertise, such as prevention, 
HIV/AIDS housing, or alterna¬ 
tive/complimentary therapies, to 
name just a few of the categories 
for which RFPs are submitted. 
Also include a description of prior 
work or volunteer experience, 
along with other pertinent infor¬ 
mation. 

“I’m always looking for more 
people to put into the database for 
future technical review commit¬ 
tees,” Fraser told the B.A.R. “Were 
also always looking for a good 
representation of women, people 
of color, and people with HIV. We 
want people representing the 
communities these proposals are 
targeting.” 

Time intensive 

Putting a review committee to¬ 
gether is a lengthy process, pri¬ 
marily because of the need to find 
a day and time when everyone is 
available. 

Those interested in sitting on a 
committee should also be pre¬ 
pared to invest their time, both in 
individually reviewing RFPs and 
then meeting with other commit¬ 
tee members to score and rate all 
of the proposals as a team. 

“There is a commitment of 
time. It once took me an entire 
weekend,” Fraser said, referring to 
the initial reviewing of proposals. 
“The pre-review can be a few 
hours, or up to eight to ten 
hours.” 

The next part of the process, a 
team meeting, can range from 
two hours to all day, she said, 
adding, “Very few proposals are of 
the short variety.” 

In the group meeting, the RFPs 
are reviewed, scored, and rated. 

In addition to the above guide¬ 
lines, Fraser said interested people 
need to be aware of criteria con¬ 


cerning conflict of interest. Copel¬ 
lo said last week that “the guiding 
principle is to eliminate conflict of 
interest” in forming the review 
committees. 

Committees that reviewed the 
recent prevention RFPs were 
made up of people from Alame¬ 
da, Contra Costa, Santa Clara, and 
Marin counties, as well as people 
from San Francisco. T

“It’s urgently needed by the 
community. It’s a 45-bed facility, 
and there are 2,000 people on the 
list for AIDS housing,” Nelson 
said. 

Had Levada not written to the 
mayor and set off the ensuing 
firestorm, people in the commu¬ 
nity would probably be focusing 
on the things Nelson talked about. 
Everyone who has spoken to the 
Bay Area Reporter about the con¬ 
troversy has said Leland House is 
greatly needed, and that Catholic 
Charities does a very good job 
providing HIV/AIDS services in 
the city. However, most of that has 
been overshadowed in recent 
weeks. 

Religious, health 
leaders resign 

By now, the controversy has 
spread within the religious com¬ 
munity. On Wednesday, January 
22, James DeLange and Phyllis 
Zillhart, senior pastor and associ¬ 
ate pastor respectively at St. Fran¬ 
cis Lutheran Church in the city, 
sent a letter to the Most Reverend 
Patrick A. McGrath, secretary of 
the Catholic Charities board of 
directors. Initially, both were hon¬ 
ored to serve on the host commit¬ 
tee, they wrote. 

St. Francis has provided ser¬ 
vices for people with HIV since 
the earliest days of the epidemic, 
the pastors said. 

“We recognize that the arch¬ 
bishop, as the legal owner of Le¬ 
land House and the president of 
Catholic Charities, has the ulti¬ 
mate authority over its opera¬ 
tion,” DeLange and Zillhart wrote. 
“It is, therefore, with great regret 
that we ask that our names be re¬ 
moved from the Honorary Host 
Committee. In protest of the arch¬ 
bishop’s actions, we will not at¬ 
tend the grand opening cere¬ 
monies. 

“We will support the mission 
and ministry of Leland House and 
we will pray for its success,” the 
pastors added. 

The latest round of drop-outs 
was confirmed Friday, January 24. 
The B.A.R. has learned that host 
committee members Pat Christen, 
executive director of the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation 
(SFAF), and Paul DiDonato, 
SFAF’s director of policy, have re¬ 
signed. Additionally, Laura 
Thomas, acting in her capacity as 
a co-chair of the Mayor’s HIV 
Health Services Planning Council, 
has requested that her name be re¬ 
moved from the host committee. 
Thomas also works in the public 
policy department at SFAF. 

“I fully support Catholic Char¬ 
ities’ HIV housing programs,” 


Thomas said. “I don’t want to see 
any services for people with 
HIV/AIDS jeopardized, and I’m 
afraid the archbishop is jeopardiz¬ 
ing [services].” 

SFAF spokesperson Timothy 
Rodrigues said Christen and Di- 
Donato asked that their names be 
removed because of concerns over 
ensuring that the “rights of people 
are honored and protected. Those 
priorities are central to the work 
we do at the foundation.” 

Dr. Mitch Katz, director of the 
AIDS Office, is also listed as a 
member of the honorary host 
committee, along with Health Di¬ 
rector Dr. Sandra Hernandez and 
Norm Nickens, assistant director 
at the AIDS Office. 

“I haven’t reviewed the issue. 
After I’ve reviewed it. I’ll give you 
a call back,” Katz said when con¬ 
tacted by the B.A.R. 

Hernandez and Nickens did 
not return phone calls asking for 
their comments on the issue. 

Open letter to Levada 

This past week, however, peo¬ 
ple representing the other side of 
the issue also spoke out. Several 
members of the Leland commit¬ 
tees said they will remain on those 
groups because they feel the need 
for AIDS housing and support 
services outweighs their dissatis¬ 
faction at the archbishop’s re¬ 
quest. 

On Friday, steering committee 
member Frederick Hobson was 
joined by fellow member Paul 
Melbostad, and by host committee 
members Howard Wallace, Pat 
Norman, Arlin Weinberger, Super¬ 
visor Dr. Leland Yee, and Ruth 
Brinker, in writing an open letter 
to Levada. They voiced strong sup¬ 
port for Leland House, but said 
they’re outraged at his request. 

“We have chosen to continue 
our support of the Leland House 
project because we feel it will 
serve an essential social need,” 
they wrote. “At the same time, we 
share the passion and outrage that 
compel others involved to speak 
out.” 

Hobson, who has AIDS, said 
he and the other supporters were 
adamant both in support for the 
project and in opposition to Lev¬ 
ada’s action. 

“The archbishop should not 
mistake our staying on the com¬ 
mittee as support for his request 
for an exemption,” Hobson told 
the B.A.R. “We find his request 
reprehensible.” ▼

ture” because members decided 
they must do something so that 
the disease doesn’t dictate what 
happens. 

“I find it intolerable that this 
disease has lasted over 15 years. I 
find it intolerable that young peo¬ 
ple become infected even before 
they can drive a car,” Williams said. 

Gay men of color account for 
over half the AIDS cases within 
communities of color; and the 
HIV infection rates for gay men of 
color are escalating out of control, 
he explained. 

AIDS, said Williams, “has al¬ 
most become business as usual,” 
with many people getting “bogged 
down in the rhetoric.” 

“We are held captive by our in¬ 
ternalized homophobia just as we 
are put down by other people’s 
racism. There are people dying in 
the streets outside this very build¬ 
ing,” he said. “Divas and egos wedge 
barriers between hopelessness and 
life. As a person living with this dis¬ 
ease, I find that intolerable.” 

Also appearing at the recep¬ 


tion was James Hormel, openly 
gay civic leader and multimillion¬ 
aire heir to the Hormel meat¬ 
packing fortune. Hormel was an 
early supporter of the campaign, 
and made a very generous finan¬ 
cial contribution. 

“This is an extremely, extreme¬ 
ly important project. Of para¬ 
mount importance is to save 
lives,” Hormel said. “The goals are 
commendable.” 

Chris Sandoval, vice president 
of the NTFAP board, spoke about 
the need for the campaign and the 
importance of “vision,” a word 
people hear over and over when 
talking about the epidemic. 

Harold Rasmussen, from the 
state Office of AIDS, told the group 
that “Recreating Our Future” 
means a great deal to his office. 

“This year the state office 
fought off attacks to take preven¬ 
tion funds. To me, prevention dol¬ 
lars are sacred. We should speak to 
legislators to give us enough 
money,” Rasmussen said. “This is 
a time to really, really kick ass with 
AIDS prevention. Now is the time 
to step up, not step down.” 

The president of NTFAP’s 
board, H. Alexander Robinson of 


Washington DC, encouraged peo¬ 
ple to make pledge donations to 
the campaign. Robinson, a mem¬ 
ber of the President’s Advisory 
Council on AIDS, said he told fel¬ 
low members about the campaign 
and discussed the council taking a 
position on ending the epidemic. 

“That challenge met with a lot 
of resistance. I said, ‘If we’re not 
ending the epidemic, what are we 
doing?”’ Robinson said. 

Other board members in atten¬ 
dance were Esteban Barnaby of 
Oakland, Curtis Harris of New 
York, Carrie Farrell of Boston, and 
Christopher Bates of Washington 
DC. After introducing them, 
Robinson said that NTFAP is look¬ 
ing to expand the board and diver¬ 
sify it. 

“We intend to add some 
women,” he said, which drew a 
shout of approval from one of the 
women in the audience. ▼

from rivers. 

‘Accentuate the obvious’ 

Govantes, a former mainstay at 
Gump’s downtown art gallery, has 
been on disability since the early 
’90s because of AIDS. He is well- 
known to art buyers around the 
world, both for his business of 
buying and selling contemporary 
American art and for his own ex¬ 
tensive art collection that also in¬ 
cludes early American and Latin 
American - primarily Cuban - art. 

“I was a good salesman,” he 
said. “I had million dollar years at 
Gump’s. To this day I still have a 
lot of Gump’s customers asking 
me if I can find them that 
Deibenkorn or Thiebaud and I try 
to accommodate them,” he says. 

Despite the devastation of 
AIDS and the loss of three lovers, 
Govantes says that his art - and 
his life - are informed by a sensi¬ 
bility that he learned from his 
grandmother. 

“‘No alimentes las penas,”’ he 
said. “Don’t empower what could 


have been. It’s a very powerful way 
of being. 

“It’s a philosophy that has 
helped me through this night¬ 
mare,” Govantes said. “I’ve batted a 
thousand: of three lovers, three are 
dead.” He has been with his current 
partner, Joe Istre, for six years. 

Represented by Terrain 
Gallery, Govantes said he thinks 
the job work of the artist is to “ac¬ 
centuate the obvious,” and that he 
wants people to enjoy his art for 
what it is. 

“I would hope that it would 
make them stop and look and 
smile and give them a sense of the 
moment, a sense of‘here I am, 
and not thinking about where 
they have been or where they are 
going for a moment,” he laughed. 
“That’s what I would like.” ▼

Hustler redux in 
Scott Silver's 'johns' 

by Robert Julian 


J ohns, a new film by writer/director Scott Silver, is the latest entry in 
the growing cinematic catalog that seeks to illuminate the world of the 
male hustler. In this instance, the protagonists (played by Lukas Haas 
and David Arquette) work a seedy stretch of Santa Monica Boulevard 
along the eastern edge of Hollywood. They are old enough to prostitute them¬ 
selves, but not old enough to legally order a mixed drink in a bar. Runaways, 
dropouts and petty thieves, they ply their trade and sleep in doorways, chart¬ 
ing a miserable course through a land of outcasts. 

When it is not boring, johns is merely depressing. The film takes place on 
Christmas Eve as John (Arquette) wakes up in a park to find his money and 
shoes missing. Christmas is John’s birthday, and he needs to recover the money 
so he can spend just one night celebrating at a luxury hotel. Donner'(Haas), a 
fellow hustler, has a crush on John, and he’s determined to help in any way he 
can. The two men, often working at cross-purposes, set out to solve their mu¬ 
tual dilemma by begging, borrowing, pawning or hustling for what they need. 

Scott Silver succeeds in creating a character-driven vehicle for his two leads, 
and both Haas and Arquette turn in credible performances. David Arquette is 
yet another of the seemingly endless stream of acting Arquette siblings who, 
taken together with grandpa Cliff, constitute the low-rent Barrymores of the 
New Hollywood. Arquette’s John is not overtly gay - he’s simply desperate. He 
has a girlfriend whom he ignores, and he’s vaguely annoyed by Donner’s at¬ 
tentions. 

John displays all the tics and mannerisms of someone with drug and alco¬ 
hol problems, but this is not supported by the action of the film. And although 
the profession de jour is hustling, there is very little sex of any kind in johns. The

T his next one is for all the 80-year-olds writing pop songs,” 
said Imperial Teen singer/guitarist Will Schwartz mid-set 
at the band’s Great American Music Hall show last week. 
Schwartz’s snide comment was a response to a recent SF 
Weekly article that suggested the members of Imperial Teen, most of 
whom are in their 30s, are too old to be writing pop songs. 

The truth is there aren’t many 20-year-old popsters who could 
write songs as smart and edgy as those of Imperial Teen. And what 
20-year-old could address being gay as comfortably and matter of 
facdy as Imperial Teen’s chief lyricist, Roddy Bottum? Homoeroti¬ 
cism pervades nearly every song on the band’s critically-lauded 
debut album of last year, Seasick, and yet no song is strictly about 
being gay. Instead, Bottum casually drops gay references where you 
least expect them, like on the band’s opening theme song, where he 
admits, “I’m a Liberace fan, too”; or on “Butch,” Bottum’s song 
about his friendship with Kurt Cobain, in which he coos, “Kiss me 
like a man, boy.” 

Bottum has said that he started Imperial Teen in order to express 
himself as a singer and songwriter, something he hadn’t been able 
to do in the decade-plus he spent as keyboardist for the San Fran¬ 
cisco band Faith No More. When forming Imperial Teen, Bottum 
enlisted another local musician in need of a side project, drummer 
Lynn Perko of Sister Double Happiness, and two friends, guitarist 
Schwartz and bassist Jone Stebbins, neither of whom had any real 
musical experience. The band’s idea was to play together to enter¬

To this end, it’s 
only the actress’ voice — not all 
of Jodie — that will guest-star on 
this Sunday’s episode of the badly 
faltering XFiles. Foster’s larynx 
will be used as the voice of a tat¬ 
too that persuades a man to com¬ 
mit murder. 

Love-hate relationship 

Director Jane Campion’s 

camera is so in love with Nicole 
Kidman’s face in The Portrait of 
A Lady that you get the feeling 
the two women were having 
quite a fling during the making 
of the film. In actuality, though, 
their relations were strained, 
Kidman and Campion frequent¬ 
ly locking horns over how to 
shape the character of Isabel 
Archer. The big problem for the 
two, however, came at the begin¬ 
ning of their collaboration. Ap¬ 
parently, Campion had told Kid¬ 
man early on that she was a 


shoo-in for the lead, but then got 
cold feet after viewing Kidman’s 
work in films like Batman and 
Malice, proficient flicks each, but 
hardly challenging for an actor. 
Even To Die For, which features 
Kidman’s best work, didn’t do 
much to impress Campion, 
whose footdragging on the cast¬ 
ing of Isabel so incensed Kidman 
that, according to the New York 
Times, she threw several 
tantrums in front of the di¬ 
rector and called her a 
“terrible person.” 

The two managed 
to work out their 
differences, howev¬ 
er, and their flat re¬ 
make of James’ mas¬ 
terpiece is now film 
history. Campion 
and Kidman don’t 
seem to mind all 
the negative press, 
however, as the two 
are hard at work on their next 
collaboration, a screen adaptation 
of Susanna Moore’s best-selling 
thriller In the Cut, a tale of love 
and murder in which “the first- 
person narrator [Kidman] tells 
the story of her passion and 
abasement.” Let’s hope this time 
that Campion, ever in pursuit of 
art, doesn’t forget to leave in the 
dirt. 

Kudos for Dong 

A big winner at last week’s 
Sundance Film Festival was gay 
San Francisco filmmaker Arthur 
Dong, best known for his 1993 
documentary Coming Out Under 
Fire, about homos in the military 
during World War II. Dong took 
top honors this year in the docu¬ 
mentary category for his new 
film, Licensed to Kill, an unset¬ 
tling journey into the minds of 
men who have murdered homo¬ 
sexuals. The film is a combination 
of elements — interviews with 
the killers, videotaped confes¬ 
sions, news reports, evidence 
from police files, videos of gay 
bashings and killings, etc. Dong 
says he was inspired to make the 
film more than 20 years ago, after 
he was beaten up by a gang of 
gay-bashing teenagers. Licensed to 
Kill will appear in this year’s 
Asian-American Film Festival in 
March. 

Gayonics 

We were being flip a few weeks 
ago when we joked in this col¬ 
umn about “Fagonics,” a special 
dialect queens use to identify, 
bond with, or crucify homosexu¬ 
als. Well, we’re finding out now 
that, like the whole Ebonics de¬ 
bate, there’s more to this subject 
than first imagined. In fact, Rahn 
Fudge, a producer/reporter for 
QTV, our local queer television 
newsjournal, recently took to the 
streets of the Castro armed with 
a video camera to query locals 
about what he calls “Gayonics.” 
The results are as amusing as they 
are insightful. Check it out. QTV 
airs on Channel 47 (at 7 p.m.) on

namics between hustlers and 
johns. “Some hustlers have this 
Pretty Woman fantasy that some¬ 
one is going to come and sweep 
them off their feet. Others have a 
real hatred for johns — they just 
want to beat them up or take 
their money. Personally, I feel that 
hustlers and johns are both 
abused, and for various reasons 
are incapable of expressing their 
feelings.” 

Arquette relates that he had 
many provocative encounters 
while doing research for the film. 
On one occasion a john tried to 
pick him up. The actor says that’s 
when he realized there were lim¬ 
its to method acting. Neverthe¬ 
less, he admits to doing lots of 
looking at women in LA strip 
clubs, an experience that eventu¬ 
ally forced him to see his own ac¬ 
tions as contributing to a repres¬ 
sive and sexist industry. 

The biggest thrill in making 
johns came while the actor was 
filming the climactic scene, where¬ 
in he dances for a psychotic trick 
in a sleazy motel room. “I felt like 
a stripper,” says Arquette, who 
makes an unlikely Salome in the 
present context. “I remember 
thinking that there was a point in 
the scene where I felt God-like 
while I was dancing for him. At 
one point I remember we stopped, 
and I put my head up and really 
felt some kind of higher power. 
The hair stood up on my arms and 
I shuddered for a second inside. It 
comes across on the screen if you 
watch very closely.” 

Although johns has earned au¬ 
dience acclaim and prizes at film 
festivals throughout the world, 
Arquette wonders if the hype 
about the film isn’t tapering off a 
bit too early. Still, hit or no hit, Ar¬ 
quette puts the making of this 
film high on his list of unforget¬ 
table experiences. Not only did it 
allow him to come to terms with 
his own internalized homopho¬ 
bia, but he made a good friend in 
co-Star Lukas Haas, whose 
“Bambi-like sincerity,” says the 
actor, is more than mere acting. 
After an hour of this tape-record¬ 
ed soul searching, Arquette ex¬ 
plains that he needs a little “pri¬ 
vate space.” Before I know it, he’s 
returned to the bar and I’m back 
on the street. T

Tricks of the trade 


David Arquette got streetwise for ' Johns'

, • ctor David Arquette sits in 
a hotel bar nursing a big 
martini — probably not 
the first drink of the day, a day 
filled with talking to guys like me. 
A huge olive floats to the top of 
his vodka and vermouth brew, 
where it will remain unmolested 
during our hour together. We’re 
alone inside the Hotel Rex’s ball¬ 
room, whose iron lung-like air- 
conditioning system provides the 
unsettling atmospherics for this 
otherwise pleasant encounter. 

Screen actors are often disap¬ 
pointingly less than life size, but 
Arquette more than fills the frame' 
— he has the face and body of a 
tough guy. Not surprisingly, his 
resume is half-filled with west¬ 
erns, including the acclaimed 
Dead Mans Walk , Larry Mc- 
Murtry’s “prequel” to the minis¬ 
eries Lonesome Dove. More re¬

cently, however, Arquette, who be¬ 
longs to the Arquette dynasty that 
includes Rosanna, Patricia, and 
tres gay brother Alexis, has been 
stretching a bit. In his latest film, 
Scott Silver’s darkly comic johns, 
Arquette plays a young Santa 
Monica street hustler who is de¬ 
termined to celebrate his 21st 
birthday in style. The film opens 
here this week. 

Arquette might seem an odd 
choice to play the part of a street 
hustler, but the casting is actually 
right on the money. In fact, the 25- 
year-old actor grew up in one of 
the raunchier sections of Holly¬ 
wood, where he confesses to 
spending a large part of his youth 
hanging out with street kids defac¬ 
ing public buildings with graffiti 
art and beating up rent boys, often, 
he says, “just for the hell of it.” De¬ 
spite his familiarity with the seami¬ 
er side of life, however, Arquette 
says he had to prepare for his role 
in johns. To this end, the actor 
spent two months on the streets of 
Santa Monica observing how street 
hustlers live and work. It was an 
experience that changed his life. 

The actor reveals that hanging 
out with the boys of the night has 
given him critical insight into 
both his own personality and the 
world around him. For a long 
time, Arquette admits, he had 
hang-ups about homosexuality, 
but getting to know gay guys who 
work the streets, and seeing for 
himself that gay male prostitutes 
often attract even more abuse 
than their female counterparts, 
helped get him past that barrier. 
“It was unreal,” he says, “you’ll be 
out on the street and people will 
throw bottles at you.” Having a 
gay brother didn’t hurt, either. “I 
saw how people treated Alexis in 
school, and how hard it was on 
him and how hard it is on most 
kids who are gay or just different 


in any way. Kids are very cruel.” 

Spending time on the streets 
also shed light on the head games 
hustlers must play in order to live 
with what they do. “I met guys on 
the street who would say, ‘Yeah, 
I’m straight,’ and then they’d in¬ 
troduce you to their girlfriends, 
who turned out to be transves¬ 
tites. To them, that’s straight be¬ 
cause they’re not with another 
guy, they’re with a girl in a guy’s 
body. I mean it’s so convoluted 
out there, so twisted that it’s hard 
to put your finger on what is ac¬ 
tually going down sometimes.”

film opens and closes with book- 
end blowjobs and otherwise pro¬ 
gresses with a series of aborted 
encounters with men who are all 
named John. Writer/director Sil¬ 
ver apparently spells symbolism 
with a capital “S.” 

Doppelganger Donner is a 
young Jewish queer boy, thrown 
out by his physician father when 
he announces he’s gay. Inexperi¬ 
enced and lonely, he’s a patheti¬ 
cally inept hustler, a fact made 
clear by one of the film’s two very 
funny segments. In this one, 
Donner gets picked up by a sep¬ 
tuagenarian John who wants to 
spank him. As they drive around 
Los Angeles, Donner refuses the 
request, and the old geezer pro¬ 
ceeds to slap him around for free. 
The other humorous moment 
comes when John goes to a Han¬ 
cock Park mansion to visit an old 
client played by Elliott Gould. It’s 
wonderfully ironic to see the fat, 
geeky Gould kissing and pawing 
John, especially given the talk 
about the sexual inclination of 
Gould’s (and Barbra Streisand’s) 
real-life son, Jason. 

Johns succeeds in portraying 
the alienation of urban street 



punks and their need for extra¬ 
ordinary survival skills. It also of¬ 
fers an interesting reversal of an 
old formula as the two hustlers 
plan to escape Hollywood for a 
new life in Eureka Springs, 
Arkansas. And blues legend 
Charles Brown provides a won¬ 
derfully evocative score. 

However, all these strengths 
do not result in a successful or 
believable motion picture. With 
its billing as a “dark comic 
tragedy,” johns heads straight for 
disaster. Dark comic tragedy is to 
film what a multipurpose room 
is to architecture - neither will 
work without a creative genius at 
the helm. Scott Silver lacks the 
requisite skill to pull off this task, 
and the result is a rather cliched 
and prosaic film with few peaks 
and lots of valleys. ▼

two ruthlessly upbraid the couple 
that donates them. The horrified 
priest fires them, freeing the pair 
from the church and any last 
checks it may have on their al¬ 
ready unhinged personalities. Un¬ 
burdened of these restraints, the 
two now turn their considerable 
energies toward the Lelievres in 
an ending that both surprises and 
unnerves. 

Underlying and texturing La 
Ceremonie are the characters’ se¬ 
cret histories, which Chabrol, in 
the style of his mentor Hitchcock, 
unveils at regular intervals for the 
viewer.

eep female friendships have 
/ always been problematic in 
art. The anxiety they pro¬ 
voke is nowhere more evident 
than in film. In spite of the plea¬ 
sures straight men seem to derive 
from seeing women close togeth¬ 
er — in lesbian pornography, 
both soft and hard — the sup¬ 
posed menace of women in num¬ 
bers continues to flourish in film. 
A mathematical equation suggests 
itself. Two women= murderers, as 
in Thelma and Louise or Dia- 
bolique, or murdering lesbians, as 
in Bound; three or more = a 
witches’ coven capable of trigger¬ 
ing social collapse, as in The Cru¬ 
cible. 

Claude Chabrol brings his 
unique sensibility to this subject 
in his latest film, La Ceremonie , 
adapted from Ruth Rendall’s 
novel, A Judgment in Stone. This 
brilliantly unsettling thriller, one 
of Chabrol’s best, introduces an 
element of class conflict into its 
story of two women that lifts the 
film far above its rivals. Sophie 
(Sandrine Bonnaire) and Jeanne 
(Isabelle Huppert in a Cesar-win¬ 
ning role) are very different at first 
glance. Sophie is coldly efficient, 
rigid, almost mute; Jeanne is noisy 
and gauche, highly opinionated 
and unable to restrain her enthu¬ 
siasms or her many hatreds. What 
unites them is their increasingly 
bizarre relationship with the 


wealthy Lelievres, the most distin¬ 
guished family in the country 
town in northern France, where 
the film takes place. 

Both women are subservient 
to the Lelievres in different ways. 
Sophie is hired as cook and maid 
by Catherine Lelievre (Jacqueline 
Bisset), who is desperate for So¬ 
phie to succeed where her prede¬ 
cessors — and there have been 
many for this difficult family — 
failed. Jeanne is a lowly postal 
worker who indulges her dislike 
of the Lelievres by reading their 
mail and not bothering to dis¬ 
guise the fact. Sophie proves to be 
supremely competent, astounding 
the family’s fussy guests with her 
quiches and seemingly invisible 
housekeeping. Still, there are signs 
of cracks in her beautiful, hard 
surface, even from the beginning. 
When Catherine asks her — 
strictly as a formality — whether 
she likes the plain, cramped room 
she’s to live in, Sophie says “No,” 
but then quickly revises her state¬ 
ment in a half-hearted attempt to 
satisfy her employer’s obvious 
need to feel she is doing Sophie a 
kindness. 

Chabrol portrays the Lelievres 
as insufferably rich types who are 
so preoccupied with the illusion 
of their own superiority that they 
don’t realize their privileged way 
of life is on the verge of collapse, 
threatened by the rude lower 
classes, who no longer automati¬ 
cally worship the wealthy. The fa¬ 
ther, Georges (Jean-Pierre Cassel), 


is especially patronizing, endless¬ 
ly watching for signs of incompe¬ 
tence or impudence from the en¬ 
slaved Sophie. He gets his wish 
when Sophie tries to bring Jeanne 
— obviously a family enemy — 
to her room for a visit. The nor¬ 
mally placid Catherine exhibits 
the hysteria of an entire cornered 
class when Sophie, having 
whipped up a feast for Catherine’s 
daughter, Melinda (Virginie 
Ledoyen), abruptly deserts the 
party to run off with Jeanne to do 
charity work for the church. 
Chabrol attempts with some skill 
(and help from a fine cast) to 
make the family credible, even su¬ 
perficially likable. But viewers will 
ultimately agree with the direc¬ 
tor’s mocking statement, made in 
an interview, that “at the same 
time, you have this urge to elimi¬ 
nate them.” 

The film presages Jeanne’s in¬ 
trusion into the Lelievres life 
early, when Catherine is picking 
up Sophie at the train station and 
Jeanne aggressively asks for a lift. 
This scene also introduces the two 
women, who eventually bond 
over mushroom-picking in the 
woods and informal dinners in 
Jeanne’s narrow cottage before 
moving on to bed, where they 
enjoy a more intimate relation¬ 
ship. Both appear to tap some 
power in each other that reaches 
a level of comic hysteria when 
they gather donated clothes for 
the local church. Disgusted by the 
quality of these smelly rags, the

formances entertained others too, 
well, all the better. 

Expectations of Imperial Teen 
as a live act are naturally higher 
now than when the band first 
began gigging around town al¬ 
most two years ago. At its Great 
American Music Hall show, the 
Teens didn’t disappoint, display¬ 
ing greater assurance as musicians 
while still keeping things loose 
and playful. As they’ve done since 
their earliest concerts, the band 
members, in order to avoid be¬ 
coming too stuck in their roles, 
switched instruments several 
times during the evening. The 
music rarely suffered, but this in¬ 
strument swap did border on 
shtick at times. 

Bottum and Schwartz also 
took turns on lead vocals 
throughout the show, singing 


tunes from Seasick as well as sev¬ 
eral new pop songs. The new 
numbers, which didn’t deviate 
much from the band’s wonderful¬ 
ly off-kilter pop style, went over 
well, but it was the songs from 
Seasick that proved the real 
crowd-pleasers. Many in the au¬ 
dience shouted along with fa¬ 
vorite lyrics like “The prince 
wants to be a queen,” from 
“Butch,” and “I love the taste of 
anything that I can spit at you,” 
from “Luxury.” 

When I saw Bottum play with 
Faith No More in Phoenix a 
decade ago, the intensity of their 
show threatened to peel the 
flocked paper off the walls of the 
converted German restaurant in 
which they were performing. Im¬ 
perial Teen doesn’t play with that 
kind of ferocity, but they don’t 
hold back either. At their best, the 
band creates queer power-pop as 
punchy as it is literate. Not bad for 
a bunch of thirtysomethings. ▼

Martyr to the cause 

Derek Jacobi in 'Breaking the Code'

- Ian Turing was one of those 

gifted homosexuals all too 
common in queer history 
— a brilliant mathematician who 
did pioneering work on early 
computers and helped make Eng¬ 
land safe for heterosexuals by 
cracking the German “Enigma” 
code during World War II. In re¬ 
turn, this unapologetic “Nancy 
boy,” as his shocked mother calls 
him, was harassed, robbed, arrest¬ 
ed, hospitalized, and forced to 
take estrogen as a condition of 
being probated rather than jailed. 
As a result of this bizarre treat¬ 
ment, Turing developed breasts, a 
turn of events that hastened his 
descent into a crippling depres¬ 
sion. His death in 1954 at age 42 
is believed to be a suicide, from a 
strychnine-laced apple, though 
some think it may have been an 
experiment gone wrong. 

Breaking the Code, the Master¬ 
piece Theatre version of Turing’s 
life, gives equal time to the man’s 
passionate intellectual curiosity 
and his pursuit of homosexual 
pleasure. The film, adapted by 
Hugh Whitemore from his play of 
the same name (based on Aridrew 
Hodges’ biography), structures 
the story around flashbacks and 
flash-forwards, an apt metaphor 
for the kind of psychic dissonance 
Turing must have suffered in try¬ 
ing to be as free in his personal life 
as in his scientific pursuits at a 
time when homosexuality was il¬ 
legal in Great Britain. 

An early scene in the film 
brings together Turing’s dueling 
obsessions in the person of 
Christopher (Blake Ritson), a 
handsome, equally science-mind¬ 
ed schoolmate who visits his 
friend one weekend in 1929. 
Christopher’s wide-eyed descrip¬ 
tion of seeing one of Jupiter’s 
moon’s through his telescope 
amounts to a verbal caress, which 
Turing longs to return. “I wish we 
could live here together,” Turing 
says to his friend. “Just you and I 
... wouldn’t that be wonderful?” 
The soundtrack here takes an ac¬ 
ceptable liberty, as it begins play¬ 
ing the endearingly kitschy 
“Someday My Prince Will Come” 
from Snow White (actually re¬ 
leased eight years later). 

The film quickly jumps ahead 
to 1952, when an adult Turing, 
played by Derek Jacobi, picks up a 
decidedly less innocent version of

his “prince” — an unemployed 
piece of trade named Ron Miller 
(Julian Kerridge). Their relation¬ 
ship, clearly economic on Miller’s 
part, triggers Turing’s downfall 
when the prince becomes a thief 
and an angry Turing turns him 
into the police, who, instead of 
apprehending the thief, arrest 
Turing for sodomy. 

Between Turing’s early school¬ 
boy romance and his downfall at 
the hands of the British authori¬ 
ties, the film shows fascinating 
glimpses of his work life, includ¬ 
ing his induction into Bletchley 
Park’s coterie of code-breakers, 
among them Patricia Green 
(Amanda Root) and head crypt¬ 
analyst Knox (Richard Johnson). 
Green is aware of Turing’s homo¬ 
sexuality but falls in love with him 
anyway. The pragmatic Knox tells 
Turing he doesn’t care if he 
“go[es] to bed with choir boys or 
cocker spaniels,” but urges re¬ 
straint for the sake of the project, 
whose aim was to break the secret 
language German U-boat cap¬ 
tains used to communicate with 


one another at sea. 

Turing’s dislike of protocol ex¬ 
tends to his work. Frustrated by 
the lack of funding, he appeals di¬ 
rectly to Winston Churchill, who 
orders that Bletchley be supplied 
with every resource it needs. Tur¬ 
ing’s success helped end the war, 
but his efforts weren’t enough to 
save himself from Britain’s anti¬ 
quated sodomy laws, which ar¬ 
guably destroyed him. 

While Breaking the Code has 
some of the uncomfortable insu¬ 
larity of its origins as a stage play, 
it is redeemed by consistently 
strong performances. True to 
Masterpiece Theater standards, 
the film treats Turing’s actual love 
life perhaps too discreetly, but 
Derek Jacobi makes the character’s 
passions come alive in the mind 
despite the absence of flesh. ▼

categories,” explains Dayton, “as if 
people won’t buy a record unless 
they know exactly what it con¬ 
tains. I don’t bother with it, really. 
If they think they can label us, 
then that’s clever, because we cer¬ 
tainly can’t! 

While the members of Sneaker 
Pimps don’t mind being lumped 
with bands like Portishead, they 
bristle at out-and-out compar¬ 
isons, because, says Dayton, 
“we’ve played live so much, which 
Portishead hardly ever does.” 

While performing live is still a 
relatively new concept for a pair of 
home-studio musicians like Cor¬ 
ner and Howe, being onstage 
comes naturally to 22-year-old 
Dayton, who has been playing in 
rock bands since she was 16.

n Anglophile friend of 
mine has described the 
music of Sneaker Pimps as

on a British import of their debut 
album, Becoming X, my first 
thought was “Portishead meets 
the Cranes.” 

“I’ll tell you,” says lead singer 
Kelli Dayton in a phone interview 
from her home in London, “when 
I joined Sneaker Pimps, I didn’t 
even knowwho Portishead were!” 

That comes as no surprise, 
given Dayton’s rock ’n’ roll back¬ 
ground. Her two bandmates, 
though, musicians Chris Corner 
and Liam Howe, are a different 
story. “They take elements of the 
trip-hop and drum ’n’ bass gen¬ 
res,” Dayton tells me, “because 
that’s where they come from — 
that’s their heritage.” 

While the Pimps’ musical in¬ 
fluences are obvious in the fat, 
slow-grind beats that lay the

Countertenor Brian Asawa cuts record with BMG

ince the number of people 

.... who find an afternoon of 
English lute songs exciting 
is already limited, it helps when 
one of the singers is San Francis¬ 
co countertenor Brian Asawa. 

At a January 12 concert at the 
Noe Valley Ministry, Asawa, who 
starred in San Francisco Operas 
production of Die Fledermaus 
last month, performed an en¬ 
thralling recital of Elizabethan 
lute songs, deftly accompanied 
by Bay Area lutenist David 
Tayler. Subtleties abounded in 
music that demands nothing 
less. Yet without turning this del¬ 
icate fare into a Renaissance 
cabaret act, Asawa rendered a 
program that was frequently 
electrifying. 

That could only have come as 
good news to his producers at 
BMG Classics, with whom the 
singer just signed an exclusive 
contract. Asawa takes this pro¬ 
gram into the studio this week 
for what will become his first 
solo CD. 

Connoisseurs of the lute song 
are used to hearing them per¬ 
formed by singers who sound 
like English choirboys. Asawa, 
who possesses one of the most 
indecently beautiful voices on 
the opera stage today, couldn’t 
achieve that chaste sound on a 


dare — bless him. In this recital, 
however (a benefit for the School 
of the Arts started by his aunt, 
noted SF sculptor Ruth Asawa), 
the singer gave his lustrous yet 
incisive instrument free play. In 
music that boasts a penchant for 
daintiness, Asawa unearthed a 
sensuality and fine-grained 
eroticism entirely fitting for 
songs about love’s perils and dis¬ 
appointments, as well as its 
sweetness. Singing with as keen 
an awareness to period style as 
any of his countertenor col¬ 
leagues, what Asawa supplied ad¬ 
ditionally — and abundantly — 
was charm. 

Exemplary diction and high 
sensitivity to text enriched his 
presentation of ten John Dow- 
land songs, five by Thomas 
Campian, and a set of anony¬ 
mous popular tunes (one of 
them attributed to Anne Bo- 
leyn). Strophic songs set to sub¬ 
tle Elizabethan poetry can out¬ 
last their welcome by the time 
they reach the fifth verse, but 
Asawa consistently lent them the 
requisite variety of text and tim¬ 
bre. 

Communicating with his pen¬ 
etrating eyes didn’t hurt, either. 
Without resorting to bawdy mug¬ 
ging, Asawa inflected the poetry’s 
frequent double entendres (many 
of them sexual in nature) pun- 
gently, with a deft combination of 
verbal accents and darting eyes. 


Any singer who can declaim a line 
like “Peace, peevish bee” without 
breaking character, has earned a 
right to any amount of eye danc¬ 
ing. 

A voice as rich and expressive 
as Asawa’s needs little by way of 
embellishment. While establish¬ 
ing that he is the master of the 
well-turned trill, Asawa supplied 
ornaments that grew out of the 
melodic line and seamlessly fell 
back into it. Even the florid, 
songbird-like effects of the 
anonymous popular song “This 
merry pleasant spring” sounded 
impressively natural. 

Keenly attuned to rhythmic 
contours and pulses, the coun¬ 
tertenor capitalized on the 
sprung rhythms of Dowland’s 
“Can she excuse my wrongs.” 
Later, he let the strong off-beats 
of Campian’s “Come let us 
sound with melody” carry him. 

What lingered most in the 
memory was the fusion of voice 
and material. The lilting melody 
of the anonymous “Willow 
Song” (with its ingratiating har¬ 
monic modulations) will not 
soon be forgotten. Dowland’s 
“Sorrow, stay,” which Asawa 
brought home on a sliver of 
sound, provided a moment of 
sheer transport. It’s gratifying to 
think that moment will be cap¬ 
tured when BMG releases 
Asawa’s first solo recording next 
fall. T

when I first met them, I was like, 
‘Oh no, there’s no way I can work 
with all these computers, I just 
can’t!’ 

“But then I thought, ‘Ya know, 
I’ve got to do this. I’ll just be too 
narrow-minded if I don’t.’ So I 
gave it a go, and I started to realize 
how much more you could do, 
and how back in the dark ages I 
was! I mean I love guitar bands, 
but they’re limited in what you 
can bring across. That’s when I re¬ 
alized there is this whole world of 
music I’d never looked into.” 

That world included, among 
other things, cutting-edge elec- 
tronica and old torch songs, 
which Corner and Howe have 
commingled to create what 
sounds like a soundtrack for a fu¬ 
turistic noir film. 

Ultimately, Dayton stuck with 
it, going down to London every 


weekend to record with the boys. 
Six months later, the band had a 
tape, which they began shopping 
around to various record labels. 
Somehow, one of the tapes found 
its way to Virgin Records, and 
within one week, Sneaker Pimps 
was signed. 

Hot shot producers Flood and 
Nellee Hooper were brought in to 
remix the songs “Wasted Early 
Sunday Morning” and “6 Under¬ 
ground,” respectively. Those songs 
aside, Becoming X was released as 
it was recorded in Corner and 
Howe’s bedroom. 

Although Becoming X has just 
come out in the U.S., Sneaker 
Pimps has been playing its songs 
for nearly two years. Do they ever 
get tired of them? “We never get 
sick of the songs, because we’re al¬ 
ways changing them,” explained 
Dayton. “We’re constantly impro¬ 
vising, because on stage we’ve got 
no sequencers, no DAT (digital 
audio tape). We trigger all the 
samples live. So we never just rest 


with what we’ve got.” 

As our interview wound down, 
I had only one last question: How 
did the band wind up with such 
an unusual name? “It comes from 
a Beastie Boys interview,” Dayton 
says, laughing. “They had a friend 
on their payroll who couldn’t do 
anything musical, so they sent 
him to New York to buy hard-to- 
find gym shoes. They called him 
their ‘sneaker pimp.’” Liam and 
Chris asked me what I thought 
about the name and I said, ‘Ugh!’ 
But then it just stuck, because it’s 
hard to define. You hear Sneaker 
Pimps and you wonder, What is 
it? It could be anything! And that’s 
good, because that’s what we are. 
We could be anything, really.” T

“TELL ME ABOUT YOUR FIRST TIME” 
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Ranking ‘Aida’ on disc

ext Saturday, February 8, 
the San Francisco Opera 
will once again employ the 
Civic Auditorium — for what 
one fervently hopes is the last 
time this century — when it 
mounts a new production of 
Verdi’s Aida. Is it coincidence or 
omen that the last time SFO per¬ 
formed Aida it wasn’t in the War 
Memorial either? The Loma Pri- 
eta earthquake intervened in 
1989, and the opening night of 
Aida was given as a concert in 
Masonic Auditorium. 

I confess I haven’t listened to 
Aida since, so the following ob¬ 
servations on Aida recordings are 
all fresh. I listened to 13 record¬ 
ings of the opera and came up 
with five that will tell you every¬ 
thing you need to know, musical¬ 
ly and dramatically, about the 
score. In alphabetical order by 
conductor, my top five Aidas are: 

Karajan & the Vienna Philhar¬ 
monic (EMI Classics) 

I was surprised that the Pen¬ 
guin Guide to Opera on Compact 
Disc lists this set as number one, 
since the British are anti-Karajan 
these days. I can imagine them 
being incensed over a triumphal 
scene that could have played 
Nuremberg in 1935, but Karajan 
is right — the regime of Egypt¬ 
ian priests is absolutely deadly. 
From that brutal public utter¬ 
ance, the conductor focuses on 
the intimate, hopeless dreams of 
Aida (Mirella Freni) and 
Radames (Jose Carreras), who 
are possibly overparted on stage, 
but tender and touching on disc. 
It contrasts perfectly with Agnes 
Baltsa’s powerfully schizophrenic 
Amneris, a frustrated princess 
who has everything but the man 
she loves. 

Mehta & the Rome Opera (EMI 
Classics) 

This is as grandly extroverted 
and healthy as Karajan’s reading 
is tormented and neurasthenic. 
Birgit Nilsson (Aida), Franco 
Corelli (Radames), and Grace 
Bumbry (Amneris) were the top 
of their class in 1967. Note the 
way Nilsson and Corelli attempt 
to sing Verdi’s written dynamics 
in the tomb scene; that’s a lot of 
work for big voices, but it pays big 
dividends. (It was even better live 
at the old Met.) 

Muti & the New Philharmonic 
(EMI Classics) 

Good for EMI; three out of 
five is a better batting average 
than even Barry Bonds can claim. 
This 1974 recording is one of the 
all-around finest, with Montser¬ 
rat Caballe as the ultimate femi¬ 
nine victim, singing with exquis¬ 
ite rapture. Placido Domingo’s 
best Radames recording finds 
him a stalwart (if none too 
bright) warrior, and Fiorenza 
Cossotto is a powerful Amneris. 

Perlea & the Rome Opera 
(RCA/BMG) 

This is the way opera sounded 
before acoustical engineers and 
psychology nuts got ahold of it — 
dignified, proper, very public. 
Singers were taught to project, yet 
their large voices remained flexi¬ 
ble. Jonel Perlea’s conducting is 
idiomatic, and the cast — Zinka 
Milanov (Aida), Jussi Bjoerling 
(Radames), and Fedora Barbieri 
(Amneris) — was “Golden Age” 
even in the ’50s. This is not a first- 
place Aida , however; dull mono 
sound dims orchestral detail. 


Leontyne Price 


Solti & the Rome Opera (London) 
This 1962 recording is the best 
of the three Rome Opera sets in 
terms of orchestral playing. The 
conducting and singing crackle 
with virile energy. With the glam¬ 
orous, high-powered quartet of 


Leontyne Price (Aida), Rita Gorr 
(Amneris), Jon Vickers 
(Radames), and Robert Merrill 
(Amonasro), there’s more testos¬ 
terone here than in most NFL 
locker rooms. Karajan’s is the 
most romantic Aida on disc, 
Solti’s the most exciting. 

The rest of my baker’s dozen 
isn’t recommendable in terms of 
whole performances, although 
each recording has some indi¬ 
vidual draw. Try a newly discov¬ 
ered 1953 live performance from 
Covent Garden, with Maria 
Callas (after the weight loss) and 
Giulietta Simionato as the pun¬ 
gent rivals in love (Legato Clas¬ 
sics). Twenty years later, 
Gwyneth Jones and Placido 
Domingo are thrilling live from 
the Vienna State Opera with 
Muti in the pit (Bella Voce). 
Karajan’s first stereo Aida (1959) 
featured Giulietta Simionato’s 
incendiary Amneris (arguably 
the best on disc) and Carlo 
Bergonzi’s impeccably vocalized 
but less than studly Radames 
(traits he shares with Bjoerling). 


Giulietta Simionato 


Renata Tebaldi is the bland but 
creamyAida (London). 

Two Aidas on video work bet¬ 
ter than their CD counterparts. 
Devotees of Luciano Pavarotti 
can enjoy his bright-toned war¬ 
rior chief while also getting a load 


of Ghena Dimitrova’s soprano 
Amneris, a Theda Bara with high 
notes (London VHS and CD). 
The Met’s heavy-handed produc¬ 
tion features an aging Domingo, 
but Dolora Zajick and Aprile 
Millo give good diva for the 
money (Sony Classical VHS and 
CD). 

Finally, if you like oldies but 
goodies, check out soprano Gian- 
nina Aranji-Lombardi from La 
Scala in 1928 (VAI Audio) and 
tenor Aureliano Pertile from the 
same year at Scala, but not, alas, 
the same performance (Pearl). Fi¬ 
nally, for the kind of taut, violent 
conducting that Arturo Toscanini 
was famous for — though by 1949 
it had congealed into mannerism 
— there is his legendary NBC 
Symphony concert (on RCA) with 
Herva Nelli, Richard Tucker, and 
the estimable Giuseppe Valdengo. 
The sound is pretty good, consid¬ 
ering its age. ▼

Here comes da judge

M editations in time is the title of 
Curator of Media Arts Robert 
R. Riley’s brilliant new exhi¬ 
bition of three Selections from the 
Permanent Collection of Media Am at 
SFMOMA. Three California artists, 
Bill Viola, Howard Fried, and Jim 
Campbell, confront their audience’s 
habits of perception in media instal¬ 
lations which richly reward time 
spent with them. 

“The content of these works is the 
mystery, the phenomenon of time, 
which exists outside the confines of 
the human mind ” said Riley at the 
media opening. In Campbells Digital 
Watch (1991), a videocamera records 
an analog watch, then transmits the 
image to a large video monitor. At the 
same time, a second camera is feeding 
video images of the viewer as he enters 
the gallery, so that timepiece and mor¬ 
tal form are united in video space. 
Campbell said, “The feedback system 
is like a mirror, but when you see your¬ 
self that delayed and that frozen, it’s a 
loss of control over your body!” 

Fried’s 1970 (1970) is an early 
touchstone in media arts, one of the 
first exploratory artworks that began 
to express the possibilities of time and 
space with a media apparatus. An 8 
mm film loop, it seems like an artifact 
from a lost civilization in these fast- 
forward days of digital imaging, a 
comment on our sense of art time. 

Video virtuoso Bill Viola’s He 
Weeps Pot You (1977) is a marvel in 
live video. A water droplet is filmed 
and projected on a giant screen as it 
falls from a copper pipe, reflecting 
museumgoers on its surface as it dis¬ 
tends... until it falls, striking an am¬ 
plified drum. The drop and the video 
image together “crash with a reso¬ 
nant boom.” Viola said he was in¬ 
spired by rain-spotted eyeglasses, and 
how the visual world could be con¬ 
tained 


a drop of water. In real 
time, the experience of his installa¬ 
tion is truly magical.
